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SWEPT AWAY BY A FLOOD 


VERRIBLE DESTRUCTION BY THE 
BREAKING OF A DAM. 

& RESERVOIR OF WATER.LET LOOSE-UPON 
A MASSACHUSETTS VILLAGE—SEVEN 
LIVES KNOWN TO HAVE BEEN LOST. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April 20.—A special 
to the Springfield Republican thus describes the 
flood following the giving way of the Mud Pond 
Reservoir Dam: ‘Mud Pond covers about 50 
peres in the northeast part of Lee, nearly on 
the Becket line, and a mile north of Green- 
water Pond, on the Otis turnpike. It 
is about four miles from Lee Village, and 15 
years aro-this little pond, then covering 20 
acres, was dammed to give additional power to 
the mills at East Lee. It had two outlets, one to- 
‘ward Greenwater Pond, and atthe west enda 
small brook running to Greenwater Brook, 
which fiows southwest, joining the stream com- 
ing from Lake May or Goose Pond, farther east 
toward Tyringham. These two streams have 
their junction at East Lee, and thence 
flow to the Housatonic River, a mile 
below Lee Village. The yalley from the flat be- 
low Lee, east, is a narrow defile about 20 
rods wide, and a little more than a mile 
east the turnpike turns up Greenwater 
‘Brook, ‘and another goes east to Lake May. 
(Mud Pond is isolated and but infrequently visit- 
ed. The dam was 10 feet hich across the mouth 
jof the valley. Ali the mill owners on the stream 
contributed to its cost, including Nathan Gibbs, 
‘Harrison Garfield, John Dowd, and others. 

For nearly two miles before Greenwater 
‘Brook reaches the Otis turnpike the stream runs 
through fields and farms. There is little popu- 
Jatien along the line. The descent is very rapid 
pnd contined ina narrow valley through East 
St. Lee or Cape-street, as it is called. There are 
three houses from Sturgis Bridge to East St. Lee 
— the dam, those of Gonsett, Gardner, and

About 5:30 o’clock this morning Gonsett heard 
the roaring and saw that the dam had broken, and 
he alarmed Jonn Baker's family. Dwight Baker 
went flying down the stream to warn the people, 
who were just getting up. Hein turn sent one 
Bhultis furtber down stream. The progress of 
the flood was slow, presenting a wall 10 feet 
high, as some say, destroying everything in its 
way, and caining velocity all tbe time. 

In 30 minutes all was over. The stream was 
ag of logs, trees, stones, and débris as it struck 

he bridge, 20 feet long, over the stream on the 

Otis turnpike, and the upper end of East 

Lee. It first struck Edwin Sturgis's marbie

he loss there will be $3.000. The waters ad- 
vanced on A. N. White’s carriage shop, a 
three-story building on the bank of the 
stream y 80 feet, with a wing three 
stories high. White lived on the third floor 
with his family, and a boy of 15 is 
the only survivor, and he went through 
three mill dams and was rescued from a 
tree by Deputy Sheriff Cutting. The-boy says 
that the family were just getting up. He saw 
what appeared to bea drove of sheep coming, 
and the family all ran together into the kitchen. 
Mr. W hite advised them tostay together. Soon the 
floor rose, the building parted in the middle, and 
that isthe iast the boy knew. Mr. White, his 
wife, his daughters—Alice Irene, aged 9, and Ida 
May, aged 1l—were killed. The bodies of the 
family, excepting one daughter, were found soon 
piter. Mrs. White was carried nearly half a. 
mile away, her remains being found in the 
machine room of Garfield’s mill. The body of 
one daughter was found so bruised that it was 
oe peponnite to identify it. The boy was 

ut slightly bruised. 

Next to the Whites lived Simeon Dowd, aged 
60. His house was turned around, but not car- 
ried away. He went to let out bis hens, 
Was swept away, and the body has not 

et been recovered. Mrs. James White had her: 

ouse undermined and filled with débris, which 

is six feet deep in the basement. She fled to the 

rret and saw Dowd fioat away, bidding him 
Farewell. His clock stopped at 5:55. 

The flood then reached the store of P. Morin, 
60 feet by 40 feet. He had just been appointed 
Postmaster. His building was broken and 
tipped over into the stream, and he loses $25,000. 
Books and Post Office records were swept away, 
with stamps to the value of about $50. Couch 
and Oakley were across the stream. They are 
millwrights, and their building, 30 by 50, was 
crushed ijike an egg shell, the boiler being car- 
ried away several rods into T. L. Foote’s dam. 
Their loss wil] be $3,000. 

Freeland Oakley's barn, containing two. borses 
and cows, was. alsoswept away. In all the above 
factories the dams were also carried out. At 
this point the  highwa is completely 
gutted, and yards on the opposite side 
of the street on higher ground are 
filled with what was washed out. The basement 
of Strickland’s Hotel is also filled with the dé- 
bris. Next was an oldmill dam. where the 
building had been removed. This turned the 
stream again into the highway, and 
fillea the dam with wheels and débris. 
Further down Theron L. Foote’s grist mili was 
‘partly undermined, the dam lost, and grain 
carried away. and damage done to the ex- 
tent of $8,000. Several rods below Foote's 
mill is a row of tenement houses, 
jin which lived four ~ families. In 
the one nearest the brook lived Theodore 
King and wife, his son, Charles King, and 
his wife and child. of 2 years. The fam- 
fiy rushed out when the flood came, but 
were too late. Mrs. Charies King and Theo- 
dore King went down the stream together 
until a log struck her and they were separated. 
Mrs. haries King’s body was found near 
Nearen’s mill. Theodore was rescued from 
an apple tree near the same place. Mrs. 
Theodore King was swept sway later, as 
Thecdore says when he started his wife was 
ion the bank. Charies and his child escaped. The 
other families in the block were uninjured. At 
‘this point E. & 8. May last Spring put in water 
works for their paper mills,a private bridge, 
and the King tenement. The loss is about $1,000. 
Their paper mills were on Goose Pond Stream 
Brook and escaped injury. a 

From the starting point thus far down the 
yoads are gullied, the yards filled with débris, 
and everything is devastation. Below May’s 
‘house is the junction of;Greenwater Brook with 
‘Goose Pond Brook, and there stood the saw mill. 
and machine shop of Jobn McLaughlin. The

The dam was 
rendered useless by the falling in of the refuse of 
the flood. The damage done will reach $30,000.

all. Some idea can be formed of the damage 
when it 1s stated that for three miles the wreck 
is complete. The Selectmen will goto work at 
once to repair the highway, as it was the mail 
sroute to Otis. 

Over 5,000 people visited the scene this after- 
noon, driving in from miles around. All the 
trains were packed. The bodies of Mr. White, 
his wife,and one child, and of the two King 
women were taken to the East Lee Chapel. 
They were found with skulls crushed, 
legs broken, the flesh stripped from the 
bones in some instances, and on _ one 
body the head was so_ mangled that 
it had to be incased in a bag. The funeral of the 
victims will be held at East Lee Chapel at 
2:30 P. M. Thursday. The theory of the dis- 
aster is that the ground was so thoroughly 
soaked with water that probably a small! stream 
found its way through the bottom, and, 
no one visiting the place, this was 
unnoticed until Gonsett was alarmed by 
the roar of the water. Mud Pond 
is not to be confounded with Goose Pond, which 
which is another stream entirely. Mud Pond is 
not on the maps, and isaway on the mountain, 
it being four miles from where the break oe- 
curred to the Housatonic River. 

Theodore King sustained injuries in the back 
and in one eye and other bruises. He thinks 
his wife must have returned from where he 
Jeft her and got swept away. The boy 
of Mr. White was cared for by © C. 
Benton, and in the afternoon walked up the 
street to see the ruins where the shop had 
stood. Medical Examiner Holcombe has 
the bodies, but the inquest will not 
be ordered until later, or until other 
bodies are found. The question is raised as to 
the personal liability of the owners of the pond, 
but most of them are either insolvent or will 
be ruined by the disaster. A special town 
meeting will be called soon to take action to- 
ward repairing the highways. Selectman Phelps 
had a gang of men at work at once search- 
ing for bodies, but for some time they 
‘were s0 dismayed that they would not work. 
All the homeless ones have been cared for by 
their neighbors. What was the pretty village of 
East Lee, lying alongside an attractive brook, is 
ruined, and this is the most terrible disaster ever 
known in Berkshire. 





EX-MAYOR RUMSEY DEAD. 


THE CAREER OF ONE OF CHICAGO’S BEST 
KNOWN MERCHANTS. 

Cnuicaco, April 20.—Julian S. Rumsey, 
ex-Mayor of Chicago, and one of her oldest and 
most respected citizens, died at his residence 
here to-day of progressive general paresis 
after a brief illness) Mr. Rumsey was 
born in Batavia, N. 5 FN in 1821, 
and removed to Chicago when 14 years 
old. For some years he worked as a clerk for 
the firm of Newberry & Dole, and then, Mr. 
Newberry retiring from the firm, Mr. Rumsey. 
with his brother George, became members of 
the house, then known as Dole, Newberry & Co. 
The business of the firm u to _ this 
period consisted almost solely in the handling 
and transfer of freight, but now it began to 
give special attention to the purchase of grain. 
Tne business was then conducted in a little 
warehouse on the north side. It was 
from this warehouse that Newberry & Dole 
in September, 1839, sent out the first shipment of 
grain made from Chicago. The cargo consisted 
of 2,900 bushels, and was consigned to Black 
Rock, N. Y. In 1852 Mr. Dole retired from the 
firm, which then changed its title to Rumsey 
Brothers, and thenceforth devoted itself exclu- 
sively to the grain commission business. 

Subsequently the brothers admitted Henry 
Towner to partnership, when the firm name was 
changed to Rumsey Brothers & Co., a title it has 
borne eversince. Mr. Rumsey continued in the 
grain and commission business up to the time 
of his death. He was one of the original 
charter members of the Board of = Trade, 
and held his membership continuously 
up to the time of his death. The only surviving 
original charter member who has continued in 
membership that is now left is Marcus E. 
Stearns. He was elected President of the board in 
1859, and instituted a policy so progressive that it 
was characterized by many as extravagance; 
but the ideas of Mr. Rumsey were found to be 
correct and based upon a clearer perception of 
the future of the city than those of his critics. 
It was tbrouch his efforts while President that 
the board obtained a new charter, and to him 
belongs the credit of establishing the system of 
grain inspecting and grading. 

Mr. Rumsey always took an active interest in 
both national ané local politics, but was never a 
wheel-horse politician nor an office seeker. In 
1861, during the feverish period of the outbreak 
of the war, he was elected Mayor, and was one 
of the most active in the city in arousing enthu- 
siasm on behalf of the Union. At the great 
mass meeting 1n the old Metropolitan Hall, a 
few days afterthe firing on Fort Sumter, Mr. 
Rumsey delivered a brilliant and stirring ora- 
tion. He wns intimate with Lincoln and was 
frequently in Springfield in consultation 
with him during that exciting time. He was an 
executive member of the first War Finance 
Committee and was a member of the State 
Republican Committee the same year. He was 
the Treasurer of Cook County after the fire,and 
President of the Corn Exchange National Bank 
atthe time of the panic of 1873. Mr. Rumsey 
was married in 1848 and leaves a widow and nine 
grown up children, three sons and six daughters. 
His widow is the daughter of John B. Turner, 
formerly Pres‘dent of the Northwestern Railway. 





FRANCIS W. TRACY’S WILL. 

Burrato, April 20.—When Millionaire 
‘Francis W. Tracy, busband of the actress Agnes 
Ethel, died last week it was said that certain be- 
quests made by his mother would be- 
come operative. These bequests were: 
To the Fine Arts Academy, $50,000; 
to the Buffalo General Hospitai, $150,000; to the 
Buffalo Orphan Asylum, $20,000; to the Church 
Charity Foundation, $20,000. It was arfter- 
ward discovered that these bequests were 
inoperative, because the son _ survived 
the mother, but it owas said that 
those institutions would be cared for in the de- 
ceased wmillionaire’s will. That document, 
made in 1876, with four codicils, the last 
bearing date 1882, will be presented tor 
probate on May _ 11, These public _be-

MARCHING IN REVIEW BEFORE 
THE: PRESIDENT. 
WASHINGTON ADMIRES AND APPLAUDS THE 
NEW-YORK SOLDIERS—A PRESENT TO 
CAPT. ABRAMS. 

WasHIneTon, April 20.—The. officers of 
the Seventh Regiment agree that no greater 
event has occurred in its recent history than the 
review in front of the White House this after- 
noon. Their gratification is echoed in the de- 
lighted avowal of citizens who witnessed it that 
no military body ever passed this chosen review 
spot with such fine effect. The surroundings 
were perfect. A throng of people began 
to assemble along the White House 
block as early as 2 o’clock, and by 3, 
the hour announced for the review, all of Wash- 
ington that could do so, patrician and plebeian, 
had packed itself over the quarter-mile stretch 
of broad sidewalk and concrete between Fif- 
teenth and Seventeenth streets. The roomy ap- 
proach tothe Treasury Building, at one end of 
the stretch, including steps. portico, and every 
window, were black with waiting people. Sim- 
ilarly occupied was the Department of Justice 
Building, across the "avenue. There was 
not room enough at the further end of 
the stretch, on the porches, and at the 
windows of the Wear Building to accommodate 
the sightseers who flocked there, anda crowd 
who had steady heads were permitted to perch 
on the high roof. The Corcoran Art Gallery 
and allthe dwellings in the section had their 
capacity taxed by those who wanted to see the 
review, and the overflow into Lafayette-square 
was big ehough to have made a noteworthy 
crowd on any occasion less important. The 
spectators in this neighborhood numbered easily 
20,000. Twice as many more watched and cheered 
the procession over the rest-of the line of march, 
which was about two miles long. 

The concrete pavements were hot as warming 
pans when the time came for the procession to 
start. Col. Clark decided to take no chance un- 
der such a sun, and let his men stay indoors for 
nearly an hour longer. Meanwhile the waiting 
crowds broiled and sighed and shifted their feet, 
but did not murmur. Popular sympathy 
and admiration stopped complaint. When 
two hours had passed the crowd in sight 
of the review stand had certainly not lessened, 
for it encroached so far on the concrete that 
the mounted police had great trouble, though 
aided by the frolicsome heels of their horses, in 
pressing it back far enough to insure an unjm- 
peded way for the advancing columns. 

While these preparations were going on Presi- 
dent Cleveland stepped upon the platform that 
had beep builtover the White House fence and 
advanced to the gayly decked reviewing stand to 
the accompaniment of band clapping and 
cheering that might have been heard blocks 
away. Gen. Sheridan received a welcome 
scarcely less vociferous. Postmaster-General 
Vilas, Secretary Whitney, and Col. Wilson, the 
new District Marshal, were in the Presidential 
party of 30 or so, including an even proportion 
of ladies. The sun was sinking behind Arling- 
ton, and the young leaves curtained the sky 
with pretty tracery. They sifted the light in 
soft rays upon the stand and the marching 
ground below. 

Suddenly the musiciof **The Mikado” quick- 
step was heard. The weariness of waiting was 
at once dispelled. Every note shot down the 
quarter-mile stretch witn perfect distinctness. 
The President stepped to his place and one hand 
glided ‘within the breast of the coat. Then 
the red plumes of the band came in sight. The 
big Drum-Major was no sooner seen to twirl 
his rod in the air thanj the President’s party, 
who had been sitting, rose as if the fascina- 
tion of that twirl and of the music was too 
much to be resisted. Already from’ the upper 
end of the stretch the plaudits of the multitude 
were mingling with the music. Handkerchiefs 
began to flutter from the reviewing stand. The 
President stood like a statue until Col. Clark 
raised his sword in salute. Then he removed his 
hat, and the cheering ran the length of thestretoh 
from the time the first company passed the 
stand until the last one was turning at the 
Treasury Department. It was a tribute of ad- 
miration that certainly equaled the fervor of 
last night’s reception, if 1t did not exceed it. 
The men, it need hardly be said, surpassed them- 
selves. Nota shoulder was awry or a back out of 
line, and their tread was as firm and even as could 
be. New-York may have seen such marching, 
but by universalagreement Washington never 
did. The regiment could have asked no inspira- 
tion more potent tbanthe hearty salvos with 
which the march was attended from the time 
the first line of white trousers and glistening 
belts reflected the sunshine at the start until 
the last company broke ranks when all was 
over. In passing Justice Blatchford’s 
the regiment undid judicial dignity by 
winnin the demonstrative approval of 
the fuli Supreme Court Bench, and Senator 
Evarts’s numerous family and their friends 
waved flags and handkerchiefs and ciapped their 
hands and cheered from the Senator’s windows 
and dovr yard. Elsewhere along the hne there 
was continuous demonstration and no end of 
bunting. The departments and even the schools 
cut short their hours, that no one might miss the 
sight. It would be hard work to find any one 
who would confess to having missed it. 

Without this grand event enough else hap- 
pened to make the day interesting. At 9:30 
o’clock the officers went to the White House. 
They were received in the East Room by the 
President. After the reception formalities Col. 
Clark produced from his pocket a gold regi- 
mental badge with the figure 7 in sparkling 
diamonds. There was a Captain present, he 
said, who had becn 2 years in fagith- 
ful service with the regiment, and 
whose company wanted to present him 
with this badge. The Colonel would thank the 
President to bestow the present. Capt. J. C. 
Abrams, of Company G, stood near the Colonel 
at the beginning of his remarks, utterly unaware 
what turn they were to take. The surprise to 
bim was complete, and when the President 
pinned the badge to Capt. Abrams’s breast and 
said something about a worthy bestowal the 
Captain had lost his a and become an in- 
coherent stammerer. ater in the day, on re- 
joining his ocmpany, he was neither dumb nor 
parsimonious. 

From the White House the officers walked 
around the Treasury Building and were starting 
across the rear of the Executive grounds toward 
the War Department, when an artist who had 
come over with them from New-York asked 
them to back up on the Treasury steps and have 
their pictures taken. This over they paid their 
respects to Gen. Sheridan and Adjt.-Gen. Drum. 
This ended the formalities until afternoon, 

Informalities meanwhile had kept up quite 
briskly. Even the Colonel led off anfinnocent 
lark. His wife, Mrs. Lieut.-Col. Smith, Mrs.

THROWN FROM HIS WAGON. 


~MILLIONAIRE CROCKER SERIOUSLY HURT 
WHILE DRIVING, 


Mr. Charles Crocker, the millionaire 
President of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, was very seriously hurt while driv- 
ing on 8st. Nicholas-avenue yesterday 
-afternoon. Mr. Crocker lives at No. 4 
West Fifty-eighth-street. At about 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon he went for a drive 
in a light road wagon, to which was 
harnessed a pair of ‘fast trotters which 
had recently come from the West. On 
the avenue named he met Mr, D. O. Mills, who 
was also driving a spanking team of trotters. 
The two millionaires had afriendly brush up the 
road, and Mr. Crocker’s team proved the fastest. 

It was on the return that the accident occurred, 
Mr. Crocker was driving ata very fast gait, and 
Mr. Mills was a short distance behind. Crossing 
One Hunared and Twenty-fifth-street the 
wheels of Mr. Crocker’s wagon struck the 
double track of the One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street cross-town railroad, which at_ this 
poiut is raised several inches above 
the road bed. The wagon bounded for- 
ward and the horse plunged ahead. The 
sudden plunge unseated Mr. Crocker, and threw 
him out of the wagon. He fell partly on bis right 
shoulder and side, and the back of his head struck 
heavily on the macadamized road. He 
had released his hold on the lines, and was not 
dragged. Ashe lay on the roadway insensibie 
he was struck in the side by the wheels of his 
wagon. 

The accident was witnessed by many persons 
to whom Mr. Crocker was personally known, 
and in a moment he was surrounded by friends. 
Mr. Mills Grew up and also went to his assistance. 
An ambulance belonging to the Manhattan Hos- 
pital had just passed up theavenue, and it imme- 
diately turned back. Mr. Crocker was placed in 
it and conveyed to the Manhattan Hospital, 
at One Hundred and Thirty-first-street and 
Tenth-avenue. The house surgeon found 
that be was suffering from concussion of 
the brain, There was a severe cut on 
the back of his head and_ contusions on 
his back and side. There was also a possibility 
that there wasafracture of one or more ribs, 
but that could not definitely be determined until 
& more thorough examination was made, 

Mr. Crocker was made as comfortable as possi- 
ble, and information was sent to his family. 
Mrs. Crocker reached the hospital soon after- 
ward, as did also a number of friends. 
The surgeons said that although Mr. Crocker’s 
injuries are of a serious nature he was in no 
immediate danger. Arrangements were made 
ga Crocker to remain at the hospital last 
night. 

After the accident the horses kept on down 
the avenue for several blocks, and were finally 
brought to a halt by running into a stage filled 
with people which was coming from the Polo 
Grounds. The horses were not injured and the 
wagon was only slightly damaged. 

Mr. Crocker is 59 years old. He came here 
from San Francisco and became a resident of 
this city about a year aco. It was his intention 
to spend the coming Summer on the Pacific 
slope with his family and in the Autumn to re- 
turn to this city and take up his permanent rest- 
dence here, 





TWO MEXICANS LYNCHED. 


SHOT AND KILLED WHILE IN THE CUSTODY 
* OF A CONSTABLE, 

Corpus CuHristr, Texas, April 20.—Au- 
thentic particulars of the double lynching at 
Collins early yesterday morning were received 
to-day. Collinsis a small station on the Texas 
Mexican Road, 40 miles west of Corpus Christi. 
On Sunday Deputy Sheriff Coy and Constable 
Johnson, with several ranchmen, arrested two 
Mexicans named Andres Martinez and Jose 
Maria Cordena, charged with horse stealing. 


The prisoners were shackled together and 
brought 20 miles to Collins, arriving there 
Sunday night. There being no jail or 
calaboose in the village the prisoners were 
taken to Constable Johnson’s' house for 
keeping until the first train should arrive 
for Corpus Christi. Deputy Sheriff Coy left the 
prisoners in Johnson’s care and retired to the 
tavern. None of the officers anticipated a raid 
on the prisoners, but about 3 o'clock Monday 
morning a band of 10 masked men suddenly rode 
up before Constable Johnson's house, disarmed 
Johnson at the muzzle of a Winchester, 
and entered the room where the two 
tee seen lay sleeping on the floor, their 
ands and feet manacled to each other. The 
leader of the band turned the light up, and, ap- 
proaching the sleeping men,"he raised his mask 
and took a good look atthem. Then he roughly 
awakened them and told them to get ready to 
die, as their lust hour nad come. He spoke ex- 
cellent Spanish. The poor fugitives begged pite- 
ously for their lives, got on their knees, and rais- 
ing their manacled arms implored the assassins 
to spare their miserable lives. During this 
scene half a dczen men stood in the doorway, 
one of whom held Constable Johnson, who was 
an unwilling spectator of horrible murders. 
While yet on their knees frantically praving for 
mercy theleader stepped back, raised his Win- 
chester, and gave the word “ Fire,” at which 
five Winchesters belched forth their deadly con- 
tents, blowing the tops of the prisoners’ heads 
off and scattering their brains about the place. 

The firing awakened the neighbors, who 
brought out Deputy Sheriff Coy, who gave 
chase to the fleeing mob, but the latter easily 
escaped. It was at first supposed that the mur- 
derers were reputable ranchers, who have suf- 
fered heavy losses of fine stock at the hands of 
thieves, but investigation fails to sustain this 
theory, and it is now generally believed the 
thieves were killed by Mexican employes on 
ranches, who, having been guilty of assisting the 
horse thieves in getting away with stock, 
chose * this opportunity to get rid of their 
dangerous confederates and save themselves 
from arrest and probable death.

A BASIS OF ARBITRATION: 


. eg ce 
THE STREET CAR‘STRIKERS'YIELD-: 
ING SOME DEMANDS. 
SOME PROSPECT OF A FAVORABLE RESULT 
OF YESTERDAY’S NEGOTIATIONS—THE: 
THIRD-AVENUE LINE’S NEW MEN. 


The strikers, through the committee 
that represent them, spent the entire day yes- 
terday in trying to compel the Third-Avenue 
Railroad Company to submit the differences in 
dispute to arbitration, or by refusal bring about 
another general tie-up and stoppage of 
travel more far-reaching and annoying 
than anything the public has yet been 
called upon to deal with. So far as the 
blockade was concerned, the difficulty was once 
more narrowed down to the Third-Avenue 
Road. The Executive Committee of the Empire 
Protective Association offered no resistance to 
the company’s efforts to run its cars yesterday. 
The strikers themselves, for the most part, 
kept away from the Third-avenue stables 
and spent the day in idleness await- 
ing the result of the Executive Commit- 
tee’s movements. All the men that went to 
work on the other roads under the order releas- 
ing the general tie-up did so with the under- 
Standing that they were likely to be called off 
again at any hour if the indications pointed to 
positive defeat for the Third-avenue employes. 
The men were evidentlyso glad to get to work 
again that some doubt was expressed about their 
willingness to respona to another call of the 
committee. A member of the committee when 
asked about this said that if the drder was given 
they would respond to a man. 

The Railroad Cominissioners worked until 
midnight to bring about arbitration. They were 
in secret conference with one party or the other 
nearly all day. At first both sides refused co 
budge an inch from the original terms for arbi- 
tration laid down in writing. Finally it was 
agreed that the Third-Avenue Company should 
send to the Railroad Commissioners at. 8:30 A. 
M. to-day its decision upon a new proposition. 
This new proposition shows a weakening 
upon the part of the strikers. They yield 
much that they have hither contend- 
ed for. Most important is their con- 
sent to leave to the railway company the 
question of the dismissal of the eight ** obnox- 
ious *» men whose employment really precipi- 
tated the strike. The company insists upon 
standing by its new men. Questions.of-wages 
and work are alone suggested for arbitration. 


TRYING TO RUN THE CARS. 

The moment the Third-Avenue Railroad 
people felt satisfied that terms of arbitration 
would not be agreed upon, and that it was go- 
ing to be a fight to keep their road in operation, 
they began a vigorous search for new men. The 
strikers were given to understand very distinct- 
ly that if they wished to be reinstated it would 
be wise for them to apply before Thursday, as 
the company felt assured of getting all the men 
necessary to run the usual schedule of the 
road by that time. The company announces 
that a number of the strikers did come back and 
say that they would like to go to work, but the 
Master Workman of the employes’ association 
declared that he had made a canvass of all the 
employes that went out, and that the statement 
was untrue. At any rate, noneof the old em- 
ployes had been taken back up to last evening. 

By 8 o’clock yesterday morning Superintend- 
ent Robertson told the policemen on duty at the 
stables that he was prepared to start out 20 cars 
and keep them running during the day, with a 
fair prospect of doubling the number. Inspector 
Steers told him to go ahead, andif any disturb- 
ance was attempted the company sbould have 
all the police protection it wanted, Inspector 
Steers had with him on duty at the stables a 
large force of policemen, with details of men 
from that point north to the Harlem Bridge, 
and a reserve force on callin case of necessity. 
About 600 more policemen were scattered along 
Third-avenue and the Bowery from the stables‘ 
to the City Hall. Thestrikers did not get-very 
far down town. ‘hey hung around, for the 
most part, in the vicinity of the stables, and it 
was there that trouble was expected if any-. 
where. 

There was a slight attempt at interference 
with the first car out of the stables, but-a-little 
clubbing by the police soon convinced the men 
that the. sidewalk was the best place for them, 
and from that time on the new hands made their 
trips without any interruption worth mentiun- 
ing. An amusing incident of the early morning 
was a car that came down town in charge of 
two young members of the Knickerbocker 
Coaching Club, who wanted to assure the 
company of their sympathy in the fight. 
They made a very successful :trip, and got 
the company to promise not to give away 
theirnames. A policeman said that the name of 
one of them was Beach. A member of the 
New-York Athletic Club also wrote telling the 
company that he bad not had any experience in 
driving cars, but they could call upon him if 
they wanted to and he would do the best he 
could. Throughout the day the mails brought 
continuous messages of support and commenda- 
tion to the company. President Lyon said that 
the Haines Piano Company offered him the use 
of 10men. A letter from Jackson 8. Schultz 
said that if the labor union men kept on in 
the way they were doing it would soon be as un- 
— to belong to them.asto join a band of 

ne 

efore noon the company was sending out 25 
cars under pretty regular headway, and the 
new conductors were bringing back a sup- 
ply of nickels and pennies that proved pretty 
conclusively that the public was ready to ride 
the moment it had the chance. The idle men 
who stood on the sidewalk opposite the stables 
soon got tired of jeering. The company did 
not put a green hand on a car and start him out 
with itto do the best he could. Thoy had 25 
** old drivers” in the service. A green hand,: no 
matter whether he was accustomed to man- 
aging horses or not, who had never before 
driven a horse car was sent out in charge of an 
old driver. If atthe end of the trip the expe- 
rienced man believed the new band capable of 
taking care of acar he was at-once sent out on 
his own hook, “If it was not for this plan of 
precaution,” said President Lyon, “we could at 
once put 100 cars on the road instead of 30 or 40.” 

Taken as a whole, the green hands got along 
very well. A policeman rode on the platform 
with each one of them to prevent strikers from 
jumping on the cars and annoying them or at- 
tempting to persuade them to quit work and 
join the association. To make this rule more 
rigid the policeman was instructed to permit no 
one to ride on the front platform but himself 
-and thedriver. Smokers were driven to the rear 
platform. Another policeman was put on the 
‘rear platform of each car to prevent any chance 
conversation with or intimidation of the con- 
ductor. 

Some of the newdrivers yesterday-rot their 
-cars scratched in a manner that would have 
ruined an old employe in paying for repairs. 

But the compary was lenient with them, and 
only cautioned them to be more careful, When- 
ever a new driver passed or crossed another car 
with an association driver on it he was given to 
understand in distinct and emphatic language 
that he was regarded as a “scab.” Numerous 
butcher boys and truck drivers adopted this. 
same mode of annoyance, but there were plenty 
of teamsters that encouraged the new men' 
along, and responded with uncommon alacrity 
to a shrill whistle or hammering on the dash- 
board by way of suggestion to get off the track. | 
The only fault the public could find with the: 
new hands was that they looked fixedly ahead 
of them, like a soldier on parade, without paying 
the slightest attention to people standing:at cor-. 
ner crossings eager to ride. 

1f the company could have got hold of as 
many drivers as they did conductors at least 200° 
cars would have been run over the road. There 
were no lack of men who wanted to hire out as 
conductors, and the company was obliged to re- 
fuse the services of applicants who could serve 
only in that capacity. Some of the strikers. 
boarded -the cars, paid their fares, and laughed 
at the awkwardness of the new men ingetting' 
their change mixed in the same pocket, forget- 
ting to put people off where they wan to: 
stop, and in neglecting to ring up fares. Aa: 
association man called the attention of a 
TimEs reporter to a conductor who had‘81 
people in the car and only fares rung up. 
on his, register. “If an old employe made 
such a mistake as that," he said, “ne would be, 
taken off the moment he reached the stables,’’ 
‘Some of the new conductors did not wear” 
badges. On one car some fellow'tooktadvantage 
-of the crush and collected five: fares from pas-; 
,sengers while the conductor was on the rear! 
platform. Then he went out on the front plat-- 
form, and made little resistance when the police-: 
man put him off into the street. There was' 
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*trouble-when the new conductor came around 
to take up the money a second time. Nearly all 
the cars that-were sent out during the day were: 

,overcrowded, and the new men served their ap-! 
prenticeship under somewhat trying circum-* 

-gtances. Superintendent Robertson told them’ 
when the cars were taken in, soon after dark,: 
net he thought they had got along remarkably 
weil. 

{fn accordance with the orders from President 
Lyon, Superintendent Robertson conciuded not 
to send out any more cars after nightfall, and 
the last car was started down town at 6:30 
o'clock. lt made the trip without molestation 
and returned to the stables soon after 8 o'clock. 
Previous to its arrival there was a slight fracas, 
caused by an attempt on the part of Thomas 
O’Brien, a laborer, of No. 305 East Eighty-first- 
street, to demolish Driver Olaf Smith, who was 
on his way up town in charge of acar. O’Brien 
jumped on the platform and began abusing 
Smith. The officer incbharge of the oar tried 
peaceful means to drive O’Brien off, but 
the latter would not go, and raising his 
fist struck Smith a terrific blow under 
the ear and knocked him off the car. O’Brien 
was then arrested and taken to the Fifty-ninth- 
street station house. He will be arraigned at the 
Yorkville Police Court this morning. Unless 
countermanding orders are received, Superin- 
tendent Robertson will start out his first car at 7 
o’clock this morning. Everything about the 
stable last night was as quiet as if the strike had 
never taken place. All the uew employes, save 
a half dozen drivers, had been sent to their 
homes, and the 25 patrolmen from the Twenty- 
eighth Precinct had nothing whatever to do, the 
usual crowds in the vicinity of the stables hav- 
ing gone away as soon as it became known that 
no more cars would be started during the —— 

No cars were run on the cable road yesterday. 
nor on the One Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street 
and Manhattanville branch of the line. “ We 
want to equip our main line first,’ President 
Lyon said last evening. ‘* To-morrow we shall 
probably be able to run 100 cars over it, and I 
shall be very much surprised if by the close of 
the week, and possibly by Thursday night, we 
are not running under full headway. We shall 
certainly start the cable road on Thursday, and 
if possible, before. J never felt more hopeful ot 
coming out victorious than/I do now. Applica- 
tions for employment are very numerous, but:

UNABLE TO MAKE TERMS. 

The Railroad Commissioners had a very” 
busy day of it in the Murray Hill Hotel trying 
to arrange arbitration. They looked upon the 
ordering off of the general tie-up as.a very long 
step toward the settlement of thetrouble. In 
the morning Commissioners Kernan and Rogers 
wentto the Third-Avenue Road stables to see 
what the company was.doing to accommodate 
the public. They did not ask for President 
Lyon and did not see him. They asked.some 
questions of Superintendent Robertson, ex- 
changed a few’words with Director Henry Hart, 
who was watching the new hands get to-work, 
and then went back to the hotel. 

In the afternoon the full committee ofthe. 
Empire Protective Association went to the. 
hotel by appointment, and had a long:confer-, 
ence with the Commissioners. They were not in.. 
so conciliatory a mood as when they left the 
hotel after releasing the: general tie-up early 
yesterday morning. The committeemen were, 
much in the dark apout the actual condition.of 
affairsin the city when they ordered the tie-up. 
They had been so busy in.the proceedings. before 
the Commissioners that they could not keep 


personally informed of the doings. of the:strik-, 
ers, and had to accept what they could get from 
common rumor. Therumor of the riot at Fifty-, 
ninth-street and Third-avenue reached them 
about 7:30. They were surprised and not.a little 
alarmed at the course things were taking. Later 
in the evening they heard from some source or 
other that Policeman Goodspeed was dead and 
that the police were speedily going to make 
some arrests. Then, at the close of the confer- 
ence before the Commissioners, the committee- 
mer were informed by a Director of the com- 
pany thatit was surely the intention. of the com- 
pany to prosecute the men whose names were 
affixed to the proclamation ordering the strike, 
as printed. So that when Commissioner O’Don- 
nell urged upon the committeemen soon after 
midnight that the wisest and only popular 
course to pursue was to order off the general. tie- 
up and dea) exclusively with the Third-Avenue 
Company, the committeemen were in an ex- 
celient frame of mind to listen to him, and 
finally, when other persuasion was brought to 
bear, to follow the advice. 

But they were in a very different frame of 
mind yesterday afternoon when it was sug- 
gested to them that perhaps it would be advisa- 
ble to modify a little the claims they bad sub- 
mitted for arbitration. They declined to yield. 
another inch. If the railroad company looked 
upon the release of the general tie-up as evi- 
dence that the strikers were weakening, they 
said, it was a big mistake. If the strikers were’ 
again compelled to resort to stringent measures, 
the committeemen argued, they would be far 
more serious and result in much more 
inconvenience to the public than anything 
yetattempted. Another tie-up, they threatened, 
would include not only every horse railroad 
company inthe city, but would cripple, also, 
the elevated railroads and some of the ferries. 
The labor associations had gone too farnow to 
be beaten. The associdtion men said, in sub- 
stance. that the general tie-up was intended to 
convince the public that the strikers were anx- 
ious for a speedy and peaceful solution of the 
difficulties by arbitration, and that it would be 
a mistake to conclude from it that the men were, 
not united in their demands.and ready’ to 
by one another to the last. 

It wus with such unpromising-and threaten- 
ing talk as this ringing in their ears that the 
Commissioners sent for Lawyer Edward Lauter- 
bach and urged him to come to the botel 
without any delay. It was late in the evening’ 
before Mr. Lauterbach arrived, and then he was 
in no mood for conciliation and arbitration. . 
The information that he got from the stables 
gave him to understand that the company was 
getting along swimmingly and would be in a. 
"position to pane its fingers at:the-strikers before 
the week closed. But when he got up stairs 
Commissioner O’Donnell told him of the 
threats that the association men were making, 
and appealed to him to try and induce the, 
Directors not to precipitate further trouble 
by declining to yield on a little matter 
that could be ensily arranged by arbitra-) 
‘tion. Mr. Lauterbach said that the company, 
was determined not to budge from its original: 
position in refusing to let the employes’ sssocia- 
tion dictate in the matter of employing or dis- 
‘charging help. The Directors were resolyed to 

»maintain absolute control of their affairs so far’ 
as that was concerned. All other differences the, 
Directors were willing to submit to arbitration, , 
or even to concede at once without arbitration, 
Mr. Lauterbach reminded the Commissioners , 
also that the longer the men staid out the less: 
chance there was of their getting back. The\ 
company was employing new men all the time, 
and certainly would not discharge them to make: 
room for men who had gone out on a strike. 
The company felt confident of victory..and was 

‘not prepared to make any concessions to men, 
who had done them so much injury. 

Commissioner O’Donnell again urged the law- 
yer representing the Directors not to make light} 
of the threats of the association men. en. 
Mr. Lauterbach left the hotel, about 7 o’clook, ; 
it was with the understanding, so reported, i 

he would look up the Directors of the Third. : 
Avenue Road, report to them what had been 

4told him, and come back for a conference’ with . 
tthe Commissioners soon after 8 o’clock. This:

> he Third-Avenue Railroad Company,” he 
said, in substance, “has never been opposed 
to the principle of legitimate arbitration. 
We believe in it; we would welcome it 
in this case or in any case. Questions 
work, wages, grievances, anything of that 
sort, we are ready to submit to arbitration, 
But we do not propose to leave to arbi- 
tratorsto decide whether or not we shall be 
honest in our business dealings, whether we 
shall be disioyal to men who are loyal to us, 
whether we shall keep our contracts—whether, 
in short, we shail be honorable men. No such 
question can go to arbitration for us. We pro- 
pose to be true to our word. We propose 
at any cost to keep our contracts 
with our employes. When our old meu 
deserted us we advertised for others ta 
take their places. In answer to those advertise- 
ments we received many new men into our 
service. We now have 350 men, who have come 
into our employ on the promise we have openly 
given them of permanent work. Now we are 
asked to send all these men adrift. Now we are 
directed to ignore our promises. Gentlemen, 
we do not propose to do anything of the sort. 
We have made promises to stick to them.” 

In the crowd, elbowing the reporters, stood 
all the five members of the Empire Protective 
Association’s Executive Committee, listening in- 
tently to see what the legal represeutative of the 
railroad company ‘had tosay. Then it was that 
Master Workman James P. Graham drew aside 
his confré,;-O’Donnell, and in an audible tone 
declared: 

** By God, Joe, we will read the riot act !” 

This wasn’t all that Graham said. This-was 
can added tid-bit:

r. Lauterbach hurried from the hotel. If 
was whispered that he was on his way fora 
‘further consultation with his Directors. 

At 10:80 o'clock the Railroad Commissioners 
.dropped down into the corridor, and Commis- 
sioner Rogers gave to the newspaper represent~ 
atives this official statement: 

“Since Saturday morning the Board.of Railroad 
Commissioners has n investigating the circum< 
stances attending the stoppage of the ‘Third-avenug 
and other street rail 8 inthiscity. The employes 
have resumed work upon all the lines except the 
Third-Avenue, it having appeared upon investiga. 
tion that t alleged cause tor the _ stop. 
page of these lines, namely, the combination 
among the various companies to sustain the Uhird« 
Avenue Koad in its contention, did not exist. The 
board has also been exerting itseif to secure an am. 
icable settlement of the differences between the em- 

loyes and the management of the Third-Avenue 

oad. ln this it has been unsuccessful, for the reason 
that the corporation, while agreeing to suomit some 
questions of difference to arbitration, refuses te 
submit all. The question forthis boardto determine 
isastowhether the hird-Avenue Koad has been 
and is making such efforts under the circumstances 
to operate its road as to comply withthe law and the 
provisions of its charter. This question needs more 
‘deliberation than the board has had time to give, and 
will be determined as soon as practicable and a forma! 
decision rendered.” 


Lawyer Lauterbach appeared on the scené 
again at ll o’clock, and the Commissioners, wh¢ 
had finally consented to put off their Albang 
trip and stay at the Murray Hill over night, be« 
came a little worried—or Commissioner Rogeré 
did, and he descended upon the reportorial cone 
tingent in a very anxious mood. The officia! 
statement had been prepared under 
a misapprehension, he said. It had_ grown 
out of a misunderstanding. And the Commis- 
sioner dropped vague and interesting hints of a 
final settlement to come, after all. Commis- 
sioner Rogers secured a pen and, counseled by 
his fellow-Commissioners, he wrote the follow. 
ing paragraphs, which he declared were de« 
mundediby the sudden change in the situation: 


After the sentence: “Inthisit has been unsuccess. 
ful, for the reason that the corporation, while agreeing 
to submit some questions of difference to arbitration, 
refuse to submit all,” insert the following: 

* And the employes refuse to submit to arbitration 
the question whether those whose bY ces have been 
filled by new men shall be reinstated, but insist as a 
condition of settlement that all shall be reinstated ex- 
cept those guilty of violence toward the company’s 
employes or property.” 

By midnight Lawyer’Lauterbach and the com- 
mission had had anotherconference. Mr. Eccle- 
‘sine and Mr. Lauterbach stood in close conver- 
sation a long time. 

“ All right, we agree to that,” finally:said Mr. 
Eoclesine. y 

“ That suitszus,” said Committeeman O*Don- 
nell. 

The strikers were weakening. The railroad’s 
lawyer had put his foot down. He had come 

with a fina) declaration. What he proposed! 
Lawyer Ecclesine and Striker O'Donnell ac- 
cepted, as follows: 


It is proposed that the demand for the dismissal of 
the eight men be withdrawn, and that the question of 
their being continued tn employment shall be deter- 
mined by the Board of Directors of the Third-Avenua 
Company. It is further proposed that the question of 
the reinstatement of Shaughnessy be also left to the 
determination of the Third-Avenue Kailroad Com- 


pany. 

The propositions that I made yesterday before the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners as to the case of 
the discharge of employes in the future are accepted 
and the strike will be ordered off, provided the com- 
pany eqrece to re-employ all its employes who struck 
on the 15th inst., except such as can be shown to have 
been guilty of overt acts. j 

e objections that_I have to the adoption of that 
course aretwofold First, one of selfish interest, for 
if another strike were to take place we could 
scarcely expect to engage other employes in place 
of those who Second, because 
in my a equity and justice to men who have 
been willing to stand by usin this hour of need would 
necessitate the continuance of their employment. 
Sothat in no event would the company consent to the 
discharge of men engaged. since the 15th inst. 

The ucceptance of the proposition [made would 
therefore entail the employment of 200 or 300 more 
men than were inthe employ of the company at the 
time ofythe jstrike. I have agreed to answer either 
affirmatively or negatively in the morning whether 
the company will stipulate to take back the strikers in 
a body, with the exceptions before stated. 


Lawyer Lauterbach at 1 o'clock this morning 
had promised the strikers to meet them at 8:30 
M. to-day at the Murray Hill Hotel to tell 
them the final official decision of his Board of 
Directors. 


THIS IS NOT RUSSIA.

work, but thatthe threats of the few men who have 
led the strike are such that he fears personal vio- 
lence if he should return to his work. e@ says that 
his family are in absolute distress four want of food 
and he is entirely dependent on his wages. He ex- 
pressed the conviction that the few men who ordered 
the strike have such power that any man whoshouid 

oO back to work would be in danger of his life. I told 

im | thought this could hard!y be possible, and that [ 
beileved protectiop would be given to any such person 
-by the police. 

If what he said was true, there is an irresponsible 
tyranny in the city of New-York, and one might as 
well livein Russia. Ail pretensetothis being a frea 
country might in that case better be given up. Lam 
very sure that [ have no voice in the selection of 
the leaders of the Knights of Labor, andif this man’s 
account be true members of the order have practi- 
cally no control of the action of their leaders, and are 
coerced by threats into doing what their own good 
judgment disapproves. I cannot but express the hope 
that an assurance will be publicly given by the police 
authorities that all men who desire to enter the em- 
ploy of the company will be protected at whatever 
‘cost. Tou may be sure that nothing could possibly be 
done which would give more satisfaction to the great 
mass of our citizens than the securing to every man 
who wants to work the opportunity to do tt without

THE BILLS TO ANNUL IT DIS- 
CUSSED IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

A LONG DEBATE WHICH WILL BE RE- 
SUMED TO-DAY— THE PROHIBITION 
AMENDMENT IN THE LOWER HOUSE, 


AtBany, April 20.—There are men in the 
Assembly bold enough to attempt the defeat of 
the Broadway bills annulling the charter and 
disposing of the consents of the notorious Broad- 
way Railroad Company. Some of them may not 
expect to return to the Legislature agaiD 
and would risk whatever reputations they 
may have in defeating the bills for a 
handsome remuneration. These men are 
watching the progress of events as cats watch 
mice which are playing around the edges of their 
holes. There are men, it might be added, who 
are watching these suspected gentlemen just as 
closely. Nothing but the use of money, and an 
enormous amount of that, can defeat the pas- 
sage of the bills. Their defeat would create a 
scandal as great as that involving the New-York 
Aldermen, and the Senate Railroad Committee 
was recently given enlarged powers and author- 
ized to investigate just such a scandal. 

There are other men in the Assembly, lawyers 
mostly, and it may be a very curious statement 
to make, who are conscientiously opposed to 
the bills, believing they are unsound and should 
never be allowed to go upon the statute books, 
There isthe lobby which would oppose these 
bills as quickly as any other if they were re- 
warded fortheirservices. Thereis another class 
who recognize the demand made by the people 
pf New-York for the passage of the bills, and 
will respond to it, some of them promptly, 
others with misgivings as to its justice, but be- 
Heving the matter will be righted in the courts. 


The members of these several classes listened 
from 10:30 till 2 o’clock to-day to the discussion 
pver the bills. 

The bills were the special order. Immediately 
after the reading of the Journal Mr. Charles M. 
Titus, of Tompkins. was called to preside over 
the Committee of the Whole. Some discussion 
had already arisen as tothe length of time to be 
given to speakers. Mr. Westfall, of Washington 
County, tbe constitutional lawyer of the House, 
wanted unlimited time for debate, while Mr. 
Cole suggested that time was too valuable 
to be squandered recklessly. Mr. Hamilton 
Buggested 15 minutes to each speaker, and 
Mr. Cantor moved to limit it to 10 min- 
utes, but this was _ lost. Cc. D. Baker 
urged that the entire dav be devoted to the 
bills, while Mr. McCielland would have bad the 
members bring their lunches and spend a week 
with the measures. Mr. Erwin was for “the 
fullest debate,” and so was Gen, Batcheller. 
John J. Piatt startied the House by declaring 
that he had as much as been accused of having 
Jake Sharp’s money in his pocket, and he want- 
ed time in which to make an ample explanation. 
Mr. Cole dryly remarked that it wouldn’t take 
him very long to tell the House that the report 
about Sharp's money was untrue, 

Mr. Westfall carried his point, all restrictions 
were removed, and he began a discussion of the 
bills from a purely legal standpoint. They dealt 
put no justice to the guilty, but injustice}to the 
innocent, he claimed, and it was a grave matter 
for the Legislature to establish such a precedent 
as they proposed for the future treatment of 
corporate franchises. 

C. D. Baker, Chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, made an earnestspeech in favor of the 
bills. Their passage, he urged, was necessary as 
a warning to those who would tamper with the 
rights ot the public in future. 

** What will be left for the innocent bondhold- 
ers when the contract with the municipal au- 
thorities is rescinded?” asked Mr. Hotchkiss. 

“After some consideration,” replied Mr. 
Baker, “I have come to theconclusion that the 
eignt o operate this road is not affected by these 
bills, and the claims of the honest bondholders 
become a lien upon the franchise; and whoever 
assumes to operate the road hereafter will do 
go subject to the rights of these honest bond- 
holders.” 

The next advocate of the bills was Robert 
Ray Hamilton, of New-York, who made one of 
the best speeches that has been delivered by him 
this Winter. The passage of the bills, he urged 
‘Was so dear to the people of New-York that all 
of her representatives would vote for them. 
There need be no fear for the bona fide stock- 
holders, be argued, for their rights could be as- 
serted in the courts, Corrupt persons had, since 
Tweed’s downfall, been gradually obtruding 
themselves into public affairs in New-York, and 
the enactment of the bills intolaw would havea 
Very salutary effect upon them. 

The irrepressible editor Platt had his inning 
next. The House waited patiently for him, 
knowing he would belch forth double leaded 
brevier, and it was not disappointed, ‘I don’t 
believe,” said Mr. Platt,in his sharpest tones, 
** in legislation in a whirlwind, or legislation by 
bulldozing. This is not legislation. Noone pre- 
tends thatitis. It is punishment, It is simply 
lynch law in the Legislature. We gre threatened 
should we not pass these bills,and by those very 
——— who are responsible for the corruption 
n New-York, the addle-pated, ignorant 
asses who control the editorial pagesof the 
Wew-York newspapers. They opposed for years 
the laying of tracks in Broadway. Had they 
had the wit of an average country goose they 
Would have known thata railroad there would 
be a good thing to have, but there they stood 
tike a Chinese army beating gongs and ye | 
oe at anybody who pruposed to buil 
hat road. And there they stand to-day ready 
fe hurl their stinkpots at anybody who opposes 
hese bills. I don’t propose to be bulldozed.” 
Anybody who knows the editor of Dutchess 
County’s only iagle will readily believe that 
he will never be bulldozed into doing anything 
when he once makes up hisemphatic mind about 
h matter. 

Mr. Cantor, of New-York, warmly advocated 
the bills, believing thattheir passage was the 
quickest way of righting a grievous wrong. 
“The innocent stockholder” was the theme to; 
whose consideration Mr. Hotchkiss, of Brook-} 
jiyn, devoted himself, and in his behalf he made’ 
B speech which strongly commended itself to 
some of the best members of the House. It was; 
— with a view to influencing those mem- 
ers who were in doubt about the wisdom, 
of passing the bills, but who yielded 
reluctantly to the pressure behind them. Mr. 
Sheehan, in a brief but pointed speech in favor: 
pf the bills, closed the day’s discussion. Mr. 
Cantor moved that the bills be taken up at the 
afternoon session, but Mr. Erwin, who has ever 
opposed speedy action, carried the House with 
him in a motion to consider them again to-mor- 
row morning. The yeas and nays were demand- 
ed by Mr.Cantor. The vote by which his motion 
to consider them in the afternoon was lost was 
as follows, [Republicans in roman, Democrats in 
italics :]

The attention of the Senate was called to the 
strikes and the duty of the Legislature to pro- 
tect the companies’ charter rights by Senator 
Raines this morning. He offered the following 
preamble ané resolution: 

Whereas, By the construction of the Jaw as it now 
exists the operators of horse and other railroads 
are required to keep thetr cars running under circum- 
stances which have resuited in serious injury to per- 
sons and property, under the penalty of a forfeiture of 
charter rights, and, 

Whereas, Strikes have from time to time occurred 

which have rendered the operating of such roads, ex- 
o- under the protection of the police, impossible; 
ap 
Whereas, The running of cars under such police pro- 
tection has been of no practical benefit to the travel- 
ing public, and has resulted in great injury to persons 
and property, and has been at therisk of the lives of 
the citizens of che State; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Committee on Railroads be di- 
rected to report for the consideration of the Senate an 
act which, under proper guards and restrictions shal! 
obviate the necessity on the part of the operators of 
such roada of attempting to continue the running of 
cars when such attempt isalmost certain to result in 
public disorder and the destruction and loss of !ife. 

Senator Murphy at once remarked that this 
appeased te be a reflection upon the authorities 
of New-York City. lt rather indicated that the 
police were not capable of doing all that was 
necessary tO preserve peace and property in 
these strikes. Jt was an inopportune time to 
consider the question, and he hoped it would 
not pass. 

To which Senator Raines replied that Mr. Mur- 
phy had entirely misunderstood the scope and 
bearing of the resolution. This cites, he said, 
that the railroad companies of that city had 
made an effort to run their cars, but that 
it had resulted in disorder and damage to prop- 
erty. It contained no reflection upon the 
authorities of New-York. Its intent was to 
have the Railroad Committee prepare a law re- 
quiring that the companies shoulda not be com- 
pelled to jeopardize their property or lose their 
vested rights. Upon Mr. Raines’s own motion 
the resolution was tabled and ordered to be 
printed. 

The amended resolution of Senator Low, call- 
ing foran investigatiun of the Dairy Commis- 
sioner, was reported to the Senate this morning 
as follows: 

Whereas, It is charged that the State Dairy Commis- 
sioner has failed in the proper discharge of the duties 
of his office, and that by reason of his inefficiency the 
interests of the farmers of the State have greatly suf- 
fered, snd thatthe laws passed for their protection 
have not been enforced, and that his administration of 
the ce has n wasteful and extravagant and his 
conduct unbecoming an officer of the State Govern- 
ment; therefore be }t 

Resolord, That the Senate Committee on Public 
Health be instructed to make an investigation in the 
city of Albany in regard to all:said matters, and also as 
to whether said Commissioner has been guilty of 
neglect, misconduet, malfeasance in office, or has 
been using said office for partisan purposes, or 
to fayor particular interes or persons, or been, 
guilty of conduct unbecoming an officer of the 
State Government with the view and purpose of ascer- 
taining what further or other legislation is necessary - 
to render said office efficient and to protect the dairy 
interests of the State and the pee health; that sald 
committee have power to send for persons and papers 
and to take testimony inthe ¢ity of Albany and to em- 
ploy counsel and a stenographer; and that for the pur- 
poses of this eavoceipatice the said committee be com- 
posed of Senators Connelly, Pitts, and Fagan, and that 
said committee make reporton.or before the 9th day’ 
of May, 1 

The resolution was adopted. Senator Pierce 
said that be was authorized to state that Dairy 
Commissioner Brown urged an immedfate in-, 
vestigation, and Senator Coggeshall added that: 
the Commissioner desired it to be most thorough. 

The Traphagen bills, providing for the index- 
ing of the real estate of New-York City on the 
“lot” plan passed the Senate without opposi- 
tion. Senator Murphy said that an important 
petition opposing them was in his hands, and 

erhaps they should have a further committee 
Coartan. Senator Traphagen showed a still 
larger petition containing the names of equally 
as prominent persons in favor ofthem. At this 
moment Senator Murphy’s eye caught the name 
of George F. Demarest on both petitions, and 
thinking perhaps that other names might be 
found on the two lists, he sharply remarked: 
“When people undertake to ride two borses at 
the same time I must decline to ride with them. 
I have nothing further to say about any more 
hearing.”” The Senators beamed broadly upon 
the member from the Fifth. The four bills were 
drawn by the New-York Land Transfer Com- 
mission, which was represented on the floor of 
the Senate by James M. Varnum, 

The Hebrew Sheltering Guardian Boolety of 
New-York has a bill in the Legislature enabling 
it to hoid property of a certain amount, and ex- 
empting it from taxation, as is now permitted 
in the cases of many charitable institutions. 
The bill was before the Senate to-day. Sen- 
ator Dunham took the broad ground that 
these exemptionsshould not be legalized. Seven- 
ty-three millions of property in New-York were 
already exempted by law, and the result’ was 
a growing hardship upon taxable property. The 
institution itself he had no doubt was a worthy 
one. He made no criticism of it, but entered 
his protest against the principle of relieving, 
certain classes of property from taxes to the 
‘detriment of the remainder of the city real 
‘estate. Upon Senator Comstock’s motion the 
bill was amended by adding atthe end of the* 
first section these words! 

** Such exemption shall apply only tosuch real estate 
vand such chattels, furniture, and appliances of said 
/society as shall be actually occupied, used, and pos-i 
sessed by said society for the purposes for which it 
was incorporated, provided that any vacant lots not 
exceeding 20 in number purchased by said society 
for the location of buildings thereon for the 
"purposes for which such society was incorporated 
Bhatt be so exempt for two years from the passage of 
this act; and such exemption shall continue there- 
‘after, in case within said timesaid society shall in good’ 
faith commence the work of erecting 4 building or 

buildings thereon to be used forthe purposes forwhich ' 
#aia society was incorporated.” 

The bill was passed witn this.amendment. If 
some such princtple as this is applied to this 
character of bills in the future the-city of New-) 
York cannot failto be the gainer, and Senator 
Dunbam’s protest will not have been-entered in 
vain.

ELECTING TRE ALDERMEN. 

A.meeting of the Conference Commit- 
tee of the Republican Club of this city, the 
Young Men’s Democratic Club, and the City 
Reform-Club was held last-evening, at the rooms 
of the first-named” association, to consider 
amendments to the Daly bill for a general elec- 
tion of Aldermen. The bill suggested is as fol- 
lows: 


SECTION 1. There shall be elected at the next general 
election in the city of New-York 15 Aldermen, upon & 
general ticket and from the entire city, who shall take 
office at noon upon the first Monday of January next 
succeeding their election. The Aldermen so elected 
shall, at their first meeting as a board,divide themselves 
by lot into three classes of five each, which classes 
shall hold office, respectively, for one, two, and three 
years. At each general election thereafter five Alder- 
men shall be elected in the manner above preseribed 
who shall take office at noon on the first Monda of 
January next succeeding their election, and shali hold 
office for three years. ; 

BEC. 2. The Aldermen so elected, together witn the 
President of the Board of Aldermen elected under the 
provisions of chapter 74 of the Laws of 1884, shall, 
on and afterthe Ist day of January, 1887, constitute 
the Common Council, and, except us otherwise pro- 
vided, shall exercise the legislative powers of said city. 

SEO. 8. The Aldermen elected under the provisions 
of this act shall each receive an annua! salary of 
$2,000, except the President, who shall receive an an- 
nual salary of $3,000. 

SEC. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed, :

JESSE.COLLINGS CRITICISES MR. 
GLADSTONE’S PROPOSALS. 
HE AND MR. CHAMBERLAIN URGING FEDER- 
ATION IN PLACE OF WHAT THEY CALL 
COLONIAL SEPARATION, 


Lonpon, April 20.—Jesse Collings, (Lib- 
eral,) the author of the “three acres and a 
cow” amendment, which defeated the Salisbury 
Government, and who has just been unseated as 
member for Ipswich bevause of fraudulent 
electioneering practices, publishes a letter in 
to-day’s Yimes,in which he says he deprecates 
the acceptance of Mr. Gladstone's bills with- 
out a thorough examination of the gafe- 
guards proposed. On this subject, Mr. Col- 
lings says, hardly a sentence has yet 
been uttered by any of the responsible Minis- 
ters. “Their main argument in favor of the 
Home Rule bill,” continues the writer, “is that 
there is no other alternative to conceding the 
Irish an independent Parliament than that of 
coercion. This argument we, who yield to none 
insympathy and affection for Ireland and in 
condemnation of the present system of govern- 
ment in that country, absolutely decline to ac- 
cept, especially at the hands of those who ina 
few weeks bave not worked out, but adopted a 
plan to solve a problem which is the growth of 
centuries, and who admit that authority 
and not reason is the basis of their 
faith.” Mr. Collings then proceeds to show 


that the saferuard of the proposed double 
orders in the Irish Parliamentis delusive. ‘Ibe 
fact that this proposal emanates from a re- 
spected Premier alone preserves it from ridicule 
by the whole Liberal Party.”’ Mr. Collings adas 
that Mr. Glaastone’s original proposal contained 
a surrender of the control of the Irish customs 
and excise to the Dublin Government, and 
arghes that in that shape the Home Rule 
bill was right and logical, because no other 
arrangement could possibly be permanent. A 
separate Parliament, the writer contends, must 
demand, and would be certain eventually to se- 
cure, fiscal independence. The Parnellites would 
be bound to foliow the popular stream or be left 
behind by a new patriotic party which would 
arise and demand the abolition of those things 
now looked upon as safeguards of the integrity 
ofthe empire. ‘* Therefore,” Mr. Collings goes 
on, “ we must take it for granted that the con- 
gregated scheme will fail, because it is a 
scheme of separation and for a repeal of the 
union, with restrictions imposssible to main- 
tain. Those who vote for the measure on its 
second reading without positive assurance that 
lrish representation at Westminster will be re- 
tained will vote for virtual repeal.’ The re- 
mainder of the letter is devoted to urging the 
adoption of Mr. Chamberlain’s federative prin- 
ciples instead of those proposed by Mr. Glad- 
stone, John Bright is quoted against the dual 
principle in an Irish legisluture. Washington's 
farewell address is referred to as a powerful ar- 
gument ic favor of_federation as opposed to 
colonial separation. The letter concludes as fol- 
lows: ‘“*I yield to none in loyalty to and admi- 
ration of Mr. Gladstone, but Ido complain of 
his springing his Irish scheme upon the country 
without first consulting the Liberal Party.” 

A letter from Mr. Joseph Chamberlain on the 
difference between his plan of British federation 
and Mr. Gladstone’s home rule policy has been 
made public by the correspondent who received 
it, and is attracting attention. In this letter 
_Mr, Chamberlain says: “1t is, of course, impos- 
-aible for any one except a responsible Minister 
to elaborate a scheme of federation. It is neces- 
sary to find out how far the Welsh and Scotch, 
as wellas the English, desire decentralization. 
My idea is that of provincial assemblies, oocupy- 
ing the same position as the local legislatures do 
sin the American and Canadian States, the sub- 
degts on which tbey are allowed to legislate being | 

elegated to them, financial and imperial ques- 
tions remaining within the control of the impe- 
rial fegislature at Westminster. If Wales and 
Scotland should not desire to have such local 
legislatures, that would be no reason why the 
experiment of the establishment of one should 
not be tried in Ireland.” ' 

A — ot the City Liberal Association to- 
day adopted a resolution in favor of the second) 
reading of the Home Rule bill, and expressing 
the hope that Mr. Gladstone would succeed in 
pacifying Ireland. Sir John Lubbock’s amend- 
ment, declaring that the proposed Parliament in 
Dublin and the Land Purchase bill would be in- 
jurious to the kingdom, was rejected by a large 
majority. 

Some of the leading Liberals, opposed to the 
separation of Ireland, are forming a committee 
for the purpose of securing joint action.

Chamberlain will make no further advances, but 
will await developments.

THE SINKING OF THE-OREGON. 

LiveRPOOoL, April 20.—Capt. Cottier, of 
the steamship Oregon, testified to-day during 
the examination before the Board of Trade into 
the loss of his vessel. Hesaid that at the time 
of the collision the steamer’s lights were prob- 
ably visible for a distance of aix miles. The 
night, he said, was frosty and clear. The aurora 
which prevailed, however, would have rendered 
it difficult to see the vessel itself. The Captain 
denied that the crew and firemen rushed into the 
lifeboats ahead of the passengers. He added 
that_he tried to beach the ship, and said that 
if the bulkhead had been closed he couid 
have sailed the Oregon to New-York. As it was, 
it would have been absolutely impossible to 
save the vessel, even if they had been able to 
set the sails, which, however, they could not do, 
because all bands were engaged in the work of 
transferring the passengers from the sinking 
ship. Several of the Oregon's engineers testified 
that the sinking of the steamer could have been 
prevented if the bulkhead doors had been con- 
structed to work along vertical instead of hori- 
zontal grooves. Coal had choked up the hori- 
zontal grooves, and the doors could not be closed.

BECAUSE ILLEGAL. 
Corporation Counsel Lacombe has given 
the following opinion in regard to the force of 
the city orainance in relation to car drivers’ 
licenses,.at the request of the Police Board: 


APRIL 20, 1886, 

The Hon. Fitz John Porter, Commissioner of Police: 

Sin: lamin nese of your communication 
under date pf April 20, 1886, inquiring whether it 
is the duty of the police force to arrest individ. 
uals who may undertake to drive street railway 
cars without holding the license foouren by the 
ordinance of the Common Council of Dec. 29, 1885. 

In my opinion it is not. 

The ordinance referred to is as follows: 

SZOTION 1. No person shall drive any railroad car 
while carrying passengers in any of the streets of this 
city unless he be 21 years Ce age, a resident of this 
State for one year and of the city for four months, 
and have obtained license from the Mayor for such 
purpose, under a penalty of $25 for every such offense, 
to be recovered from the owner or owners of such 
railroad car and from such driver, both or either. 

EO. 2. The Mayoris hereby authorized to grant 
licenses trom timeto timeto drivers of such cars as 
often as may be necessary, and to suspend and revoke 
the same whenever he may deem it expedient; and 
every driver of such car shall, on receiving his license, 
pay therefor to the Mayor. for the use of the city, the 
sum of $1, which will entitle every such driver to drive 
one such car for one year from the date of such 
license, and every renewal thereof shall be 50 cents, 
payable, in like manner and for a like purpose, to the 

ayo 


r. 

SEC. 8. All ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent or confilcting with the provisions of this ordl- 
nance are hereby repealed. 

Sxc.4. This ordinance shall take -effect on the first 
day of January, A. D. 1886. 

By chapter 246 of the Laws of 1865 itis pro- 
vided that— 

“It shall be jawful forthe owner or ownersof any 
railroad in this State to employ any inhabitant of this 
State, of the age of 21 years, as a car driver or con- 
ductor, or in any other Ler eeyse notwithstanding any 
law, regulation, or ordinance of any officer or munict- 
pality or of the Common Council or UWovernment of 
any city or county to the contrary.” 

The ordinance is plainly in conflict with the 
provisions of this statute, and in cases of such 
conflict the statute must prevail. The ordi- 
nance, moreover, is in my opinion in conflict 
with the Constitution of the United States, 
which provides, in Article IV., section 2, that 
“the citizens of each State shall be entitled to 
all privileges and immunities of citizens in the 
several States.” Similar legisiation directed 
against non-residents of the State of Maryland 
bas been held unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. (Ward 
vs. Maryland, 12 Wallace, 418) Should 
a police officer arrest an individual for 
the sole offense of driving a street car without 
first having obtained the license required by the 
ordinance referred to, and should the individual 
so arrested bring an action against the officer to 
recover damages for false imprisonment, the 
plaintiff would be entitled to a verdict against 
the ofticer for such damages as he might show 
that he bad sustained.

He said that 
the ordinance had been declared to‘be unconsti- 
tutional and that it wasa farce on the statute 
books. Labor had a right to organize and to ask 
for concessions from capital, but labor had no 
right to prevent men from working who wanted 
to work, Alderman Quinn said that it could not 
be unconstitutional to license car drivers, The 
city notoriously had power to Jicense hack 
drivers, and why not the drivers of cars? If the 
ordinance should be repealed foreigners could 
come to this city and take the places of the poor 
men now on strike, who were striving far noth- 
ing but what should be granted. 

Mr. Quinn was vigorously applauded by a 
crowd of men who had blockaded the entrance of 
the chamber, including a number of thestriking 
car drivers. President Nooney said that if there 
was any more applause he would * order the gal- 
leries cleared.” Aldermen Morgan and Farrell 
also spoke against Mr. Van Rensselaer’s substi- 
tute, which was finally voted down by a-vote of 
20 to 2—Messrs. Van Rensselaer and Earle voting 
in the minority.

FREIGHT MOVING FREELY—GRIEVANCES 
OF THE RAILROADS. 


Sr. Lours, April 20.—The leading Knights 
will have none of the last compromise suggested. 
They care not how prominent, or honest or im- 
partial as mediators, a committee of merchants 
may be, they willagree to nothing less than a 
promise from Mr. Hoxie that he will take 
back all of his old employes except those 
whom the courts will decide have interfered with 
the business of the company. Mr. Hoxie has 
not the faintest notion of making such a prom- 
ise. Now he will accept nothing from the 
Knights but unconditional surrender, and the 
longer they maintain their present attitude the 
less their chances grow of obtaining work on the 
Gould Southwestern railroad system. Mr. Hoxie 
has begun to devote himself to other business 
than the strike. This is pretty strong evidence 
that he considers it of no further consequence, 


allowed no oneelse to stand atthe helm. His 
chief assistant, Superintendent Kerrigan, took @ 
trip to Kansas City and other points on Monday 
and has not yet returned. If the situation did 
not warrant it he would not have stirred from 


his post here. Freight trains are once more 
running on the Missouri Pacific at night, and so 
far with safety. In short, if a stranger vis- 
ited St. Louis he would see no evidence of 
a strike, and the only strike he would hear 
of would be that at Chicago. The Knights 
may talk of fighting it out on this‘line all Sum- 
mer, but such talk is mere bosh. Without a 
tremendous extension they can do nothing of 
the sort, and itis more than doubtful if they 
could win under any circumstances. The lead- 
ers will hold their ground until the Congression- 
al committee has looked over the situation. 
The committee may possibly suggest a way 
out of the difficulty. If its fails to 
do so the leaders won’t bave a per to 
hang on and the strikers may then be permitted 
to get work where they can. This is the out- 
look unless some unforeseen Fagard opi of 
crippling the road bobs upin the path of the 
striking Knights, Even the local papers which 
have advocated the cause of the strikers now 
say that “traffic is all right” and the situation is 
as “serene as sleep.” People no longer talk 
about the strike,and the only locality which 
seems able to create a sensation is East St. Louis. 
That demonstrative community will not down. 

Some of the adventurous residents still use the 
bluecoats as targets, and ifthe marksmen wero 
not inordinately bad shots martial law in the 
strictest sense would reign there now.

THE SHALER JURY UNABLE TO 

AGREE. : 

NOT A WORD RECEIVED FROM THE JURY. 

ROOM SINCE THE JURY RETIRED TO 
CONSIDER THE CASE. 


Appearances would seem to indicate ane 
other mistrial of Gen. Alexander Shaler, charged 
with accepting bribes to influence him in thé 
selection of a site for the Bignth Regiment 
Armory. Atillo’clock last night the jury was 
locked up in the General Term court room, after . 
Judge Barrett bad sent them word that he would 
meet them at 11 o’clock this morning. : 

When the Court of Oyer and Terminer opened © 
yesterday, Gen. Shaler, testifying in his own be« 
haif, told the history of his life from the time \’ 
when he cut bluestone in the yard of his father, 
running through his military career, which begar 
in 1845, when he became a private in the militia. 
Questioned by Mr. Root, he said that tke charge 
of bribe taking made in the indictment was abso« 
lutely untrue, and that the story told by Mon« 
mouth B, Wilson on the witness stand was like: 
wise untrue. He had never entered into any 
agreement witn Wilson respecting the dispo- 
sition of land offered for purchase by the 
Armory Board. He.had discharged his duties ag 
& member of that board with asole regard for 
the interests of the public. 

Cross-examined by Assistant District Attorney 
Nicoll, Gen. Shaler said that ne had been 1n- 
timate “to a degree’ with Monmouth B. Wil- 
son. They were Fire Commissioners together 
and they had had business together. Wilson 
had visited his house, but only on business. 
They were not intimate socially. For 15 years, 
Gen. Shaler said, he had been endeavoring to 
get proper armories for local regiments. Ag 
Secretary of the Armory Board he had to con- 
sider the necessity of such armories. Meet- 
ing Wilson trom time to time, and know- 
ing him to be possessed of information 
respecting real estate values, he had cone 
versed with him respecting the value of 
plots proposed to the Armory Board for accept- 
ance a3 armory sites. Wilson had commended 
the Ninety-fourth-street land and other plots ta 
him, but it had never occurred to him that Wil- 
son had an interest in those sites. He knew Wil- 
son to be a real estate operator. He had not 
thought that in recommending the land men- 
tioned Wilson acted from love. In fact he bad not 
thought about Wilson's motive, and Wilson 
never told him that he would make money out 
of the sale of the Ninety-fourth-street 

land. Between bim and Wilson loans 
had passed from time to time since they 
were associated as Fire Commissioners. It 
was in accordance with this relation of bene« 
ficiary, one to the other, that when the Hacken- 
sack Bank pressed him for the payment of the 
mortgaves on his Ridgefield real estate Wilson 
agreed to take up the mortgages and hold them. 
He did take them up and he yet holds them. Gen. 
Shaler denied positively that evidences of the 
satisfaction of the mortgages were ever handed 
to him by Wilson and that there was ever any 
arrangement between them for their satisfac- 
tion. No time for the payment of the mort- 
gages had been fixed. By advice of his counsel 
Gen. Shaler said he had not yet paid Wilson any 
interest on the mortgages. 

Gens. Martin T. McMahon, John Cochrane, 
E. L. Molineux, J. Watts De Peyster, and John 
B. Woodward ali testified that in their opinion 
Gen. Shaler was a straightforward, honest, ear- 
nest man, whose word they would take without 
hesitation. The District Attorney having chosen 
to stand on the second count of the indictment, 
John Graham, for the defense, moved for the 
dismissal of the case on the ground that the evi- 
dence only proved that Gen. Shaler had told 
Wilson that he would recommend the purchase 
of the Ninety-fourth-street land to the Armory 
Board. Mr, Graham was preparing to argue the 
motion, but Judge Barrett said he did not want 
to hear argument, as the matter was a repetition 
of what he nad already considered. 

The afternoon was devoted to the summing up 
by Mr. Graham for the defense and Assistant 
District Attorney Fellows for the State, Will. 
iam F, Howe, for the defense, handed to Judge 
Barrett a formidable document, which the Judge 
banded back rather sharply, saying that he could 
not be expected to go through such a mass of 
requests to charge; if there was any point which 
his charge did not cover, it would be Mr. Howe’s 
duty tocallattention to the fact and not ask 
him to wade through 15 pages of requests. 

Judge Barrett’s charge consumed an hour in 
its delivery, and in opening referred especially 
to the character of the accused as an element to 
be considered in arriving at a verdict. This.wag 
to be considered, however, only as an element 
having weight as against the testimony of the 
accuser and the facts produced in evidence by 
the State, but should not be allowed to 
overshadow these. Then he recited the 
facts of the allezed bribery as shown by 
the evidence. To convict upon the unsupport- 
ed evidence of a confessed perjurer would be 
both unjust and dangerous unless that evidence 
was corroborated by strong circumstantial evi- 
dence. This corroborative evidence he recited 
in detail, and then charged that it was the duty 
of the jury to see whether the totality of evi- 
dence, direct and circumstantial, was sufficient 
to prove the truth of Wilson’s evidenge as to the 
ae They were also to see if tnere is any 
possible hypothesis consistent with the’inno- 
cence of Gen. Shaler under which they could 
honestly believe that Wilson had taken up the 
mortgages on Gen. Shaier’s New-Jersey proper- 
ty. If there was he should be acquitted. Again 
alluding to the character of the accused he said 
this should not be allowed to weigh too 
heavily in his favor, because it would 
be quite as bad that the guilty in 
high places should be upheld as that the inno- 
nocent should be stricken down. “He has 
sinned,” he said, “if he bas sinned at all, more 
than the politician of the dram shop, whose 
moral training is derived generally from a con- 
sciousness of legal punishment for crime; who 
is brought up with vicious surroundings and 
under corrupt circumstances; whose moral 
sense is uneducated; who has not by education 
or by the opportunities of life come to that 
consciousness of moral rectitude which those in 
better position, of better education, and with 
better surroundings are more apt to have.” 

Mr. Graham made a number of requests to 
charge, which were denied, exceptions being 
taken in each case, and at 6:45 the jury retired, 
An hour later they went to Sweeny’s Hotel for 
dinner, and on their return to the Court House 
were given more comfortable quarters for their 
deliberations than the little jury room affords, 
in the commodious General Term court room 
on the he | front of the building. Nota 
word had been heard from them at 11 o’clock, 
and so Judge Barrett ordered them locked up 
for the night. Gen. Shaler, in charge of Deputy 
Sheriff McGonigal, and_accompanied by his son, 
went to the Astor House, where they took 
rooms forthe night. 


TROUBLE FOR THE SUGAR REFINERS. 


The men employed in the various sugar 
refineries in Williamsburg presented their lists 
of grievances to their employers yesterday. 
They embraced these demands: That 10 hours 
constitute a day’s work; that no work be done 
on Sunday, but when labor on[that day is neces- 


sary itsballbe paid for at double rates;that 
wages be increased 25 per cent. all around; that 
no man be discharged for being a member of 
the union or for absence on account of sick- 
ness. Thereare about 3,000 menin the union, 
which was recently organized. Yesterday 
committee waited on Havemeyer & Elder ond 
were told that the firm would not deal with 
them as members of the Central Labor Union, 
but would treat with their own employes in- 
dividually. There was angry talk and the com- 
mittee withdrew. A strike will probably be or- 
dered to-day.

The prospect-of passing the proposed 
Spring Elections bill proves to be so slight 
that thefriends of Senator DaLy’s bill for 
the improvement-of the Board of Alder- 
men have decided not to attempt to com- 
bine the two measures, The bill relating to’ 
the Aldermen was.-discussed last night at 
a meeting of the conference committee 
of the Republican Club, the Young Men’s 
Democratic Club,.and the City Reform 
Club, and it was decided that these 
organizations would urge its passage 
in the amended form.in which it appears 
in another column. The most important 
amendment is that which has been fre- 
quently recommended by THe TrMEs, pro- 
viding for a division of the board of fifteen 
Aldermen elected on a general ticket 
into three classes of five members 
each, the members of the first class 
to serve one year, those of the sec- 
ond class two years, and those of the 
third three years. The advantages of this 
classification are that a majority of the 
board will always consist of experienced 
members, and that the number of candi- 
dates on the general ticket submitted 
to the voters will be so small as to invite 
and make possible a rigid scrutiny of 
their character and qualifications. The 
bill is further amended so as to provide 
for the election of the President of the 
board on a separate ticket, as is now the 
case. We understand that Senator Day 
willingly accepts these amendments of his 
bill. In its amended form the bill may 
be properly-called a great reform measure, 
and if the Legislature has any apprecia- 
tion of the requirements of good govern- 
ment in this city and any desire to com- 
ply with.the wishes-of its most intelligent 
citizens it will pass it.

A DANGEROUS BILL, 


A band of political conspirators of 
whose plans we propose to speak more in 
detail hereafter has caused to be intro- 
duced in the Legislature at Albany a 
number of bills whose purpose‘it is to dis- 
organize the Government of this city, 
break down all the safeguards by which 
its Treasury is surrounded, and open a 
rich field of patronage and plunder to the 
occupation of those members of the Tam- 
many and Tammany-Republican parties 
who live by politics, 

Senate bill No. 4507is one of the most 
audacious and dangerous of these bills. 
It proposes to abolish the office of Cham-. 
berlain of the-city, to create the office of 
‘City Treasurer,” to be filled by election, 
and to reorganize the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment.-by excluding ‘from it 
the President of the Department of 
Taxes and Assessments and substituting 
in his place “the City Treasurer.” 
Should this bill be adopted _ it 
would deprive the city at one 
stroke of the system of checks and safe- 
guards‘by which public expenditures are 
now regulated; it would abolish the pre-’ 
cautions now in force governing the de- 
posits of city moneys in banks, and it would 
be-a reversal-of the policy of recent legis- 
lation tending to centre responsibility in 
the Mayor, inasmuch as it would deprive 
him of the duty of countersigning Treas- 
ury warrants and would confer upon the 
Controller practically unlimited power 
over the moneys of the city. The plain 
purpose of the bill is to bring the City 
Treasury into politics, with all that that 
implies of plunder and corruption. 

A remonstrance against the passage of 
this bill, signed by Mayor Grackg, Control- 
ler Lozw, Corporation Counsel LacomBe, 
and Noau Davis, Presiding Justice of the 
Supreme Court, was sent to Albany yes- 
terday. The remonstrance is so strong 
and unanswerable that it will be instantly 
heeded by the Legislature unless that 
body is willing to become a party to the 
monstrous conspiracy of which we have 
spoken. 


DEVELOPING THE REFORM. 


The new Civil Service Commission, 
consisting, as it .does, of men who have 
only recently been appointed, have a 
pretty difficult and a very important 
work before them. They take up the 
task at its second stage. Heretofore the 
labor has been partly administrative and 
partly defensive, The Commissioners 
have been obliged, on the one hand, to 
get their machinery into working order 
and to supervise its relations to the 
various departments and officers, and, on 
the other, to explain and defend the sys- 
tem against unfriendly criticism. Hap- 
pily this latter function may now be con- 
sidered as pretty well done with. There 
will be some explanation and advocacy 
always necessary, but hereafter it will be 








their work is thoroughly-established and 
that if itis carried out effectively there 
is no danger of its being overthrown. It 
stands now on its merits, and it is to its 
merits that the closest attention must be 
paid. 

Though the Commissioners are new to 
their present positions they are not new 
to the work. Mr. Lyman has been in- 
timately:connected with.it from the first. 
The other gentlemen have made it the 
subject of careful study. There are two 
things to which they will have to direct 
their earnest efforts: One is to advance 
continually the-practical character of the 
system, the other to impress its practical 
advantages directly and indirectly upon 
the public mind. Wedo-not attach much 
importance to the stock charges against 
the methods of the commission. Most 
of them.are.made in ignorance; but it is 
essential first, that: whatever basis there 
may be for them should be promptly 
removed, and second, that the whole 
work should be so open, accessible, and 
familiar to those interested in it that 
ignorant statements would be‘ not only 
inexcusable but:idle, because they: would 
be immediatelydetected. Thus when. Mr. 
ReaGan the other-day on the floor of the 
House intimated-that questions were asked 
as to the distance to the sun and the 
moon he showed ridiculous - ignorance. 
But on the one hand there have been 
some instances of questions resembling 
these, and on the other hand there were 
very few persons in the House who knew’ 
whether Mr. REAGAN was-correct or not. 
Every possible effort should be made to 
have the questions fair,-simple, and.direct 
tests of practical capacity and intel- 
ligence. The-preparation of questions at 
Washington has some advantages, but 
the aid of suggestion from local officers 
should be used freely and diligently, and. 
this.is particularly true ofthe postal serv- 
ice, where local. knowledge is often abso- 
lutely necessary. 

The subject of informing the public on 
the working of the reform isa very im- 
portant one and “should be carefully 
studied. Obviously the point to begin at 
is in the service itself, Every office in 
which the system is employed should 
be thoroughly informed about the es- 
sential details of its operation. It would 
be well to consider the publication or 
posting in each office of such facts as 
the following: the date and charac- 
ter of every examination; the names 
and standing on each branch of the 
examination of those certified to the- 
appointing officer; the name of each 
one appointed on probation; at the close 
of the probation the fact.of confirmation 
or rejection, with the explicit report of 
the immediate superior on which the}

ed. What is now needed above all 
things is to have the practical application 
and operation of the competitive system 
made familiar first to all those who come 
' under it and second to the general public. 
This would not only do away with much. 
-opposition, but, what is still more impor- 
tant, it would tend to hold thoseengaged- 
in administering:'the system to a close re- 
sponsibility and would help them improve 
and develop it. 


FAIR RATES FOR TELEPHONES. 


The representatives of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company and Western Union Tele- 
graph Company at Albany ‘ave induced 
the Senate Committee on Cities-to raise the 
rate originally fixed in Senator REILLY’s. 
Telephone bill from $5 to $7 50: per month, 
and with.the latter rate the bill has been 
reported. The bill fixes a rate for Brook- 
lyn as well as for New-York, and, as we 
showed the other day, the committee’s - 
action proves either that-a majority of its 
members have paid no attention to the 
subject or that they~are willing to raise 
the rate in Brooklyn, for in that city the 
rate is now $5 per month. This bill 
would increase itiby 50 per cent. 

A rate of $5 is large enough for New- 
York. The rate here issynow $12 50 or more. 
It should be reduced by legislation toa 
sum that will yield no more than a rea- 
sonable dividend upon the money actually 
invested in the business. The resolutions 
introduced by Senator CoGGESHALL will 
procure for the information of the Legis- 
lature facts showing how great the profits 
of this business are, and we hope the 
presentation of these facts will not be de- 
layed. 

One year ago the nominal capital stock 
of the Metropolitan Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company of this city-was $1,000,000, 
and we do not know that it has been 
watered since that time. But of this capital. 
$600,000 was held by the American Bell 
Telephone Company, the parent monopo- 
ly. The local telephone business of this 
city is, then, controlled and owned by 
the Bell Company. This company re- 
ported one year ago that it had re- 
ceived $158,760 in dividends upon 
its $600,000 in stock. Those who use 
telephones in New-York are forced to pay 

a double tribute to the Bell Company. In 
the first place that company exacts from 
the Metropolitan $15 a year rent for each 
set of telephone instruments, although 
the entire cost of these instruments is 
only $3 42, and in the second place it 
conducts the Metropolitan’s business in 


such a way that large dividends are paid 


upon the $600,000 in stock. The Bell 
Company’s profits derived from the rent 
of telephones are very large—more than 
$2,000,000 a year upon instruments whose 
cost was lessthan $600,000. Last year 
the company paid a dividend of more 
than 50 per cent, on the capital actually 
invested. 

The Metropolitan Company’s rates pay 
not only the exorbitant rent of the tele- 
phones, but also a large dividend upon 
a watered capital It has been estimated 


ficient to _ pay the cost of the entire plant 
and the running expenses, with $100,000 
or $200,000 to-spare. Some figures relat-

. PROF. GLEASON’S VICTORY OF A STALLION 
THAT LAST WEEK KILLED HIS GROOM. 


The Cosmopolitan Theatre was crowded 
last night with people anxious to see Prof, 0, R 
Gleason, the horse trainer, handle the viciouy 
Canadian stallion that killed his groom a@ weel 
ago. When people entered the house they saw 
a big brown horse standing inside an inclosur¢ 
of board fence, painted green. Prof. Gleason 
appeared a few minutes after’§ and spoke briefly 
to the audience. He intimated that most horseg 
had more intelligence than their-drivers, and, 
after a few encouraging remarks, entered the 
pen with the stallion, carrying a whi 
cocked revolver loaded with ete eanteian 4, 
He spoke to the animal in a loud tone, and then 
walked toward him. The stallion moved into a 
corner of the pen and turned his heels toward 
the Professor. Instantly he received several 
stinging blows around the hing legs. Then he 
turned his head toward the Professor, who cau 
tiously reached out his hand and patted the 
beast on the shoulder. Two or three times thig 
was repeated, each time the trainer going closer 
ase as a.cry f: th 

uddenly there w ry from the audien 

Like a flash the stallion had turned and sotaatl 
the Professor by the right forearm with hig 
gleaming white teeth. The instructor dropped 
his whip and with a violent effort wrenchea hig 
arm free. Then he fired the revolver several! 
times in front of the brute’s nose. The anim 
sprang wildly around the ring and nearly 
Knocked down the fence. In a few moments 
he ran into a corner again. Then the Professor 
resumed his former tactics. He madethe horse 
stop at the word “whoa” a@ number of times, 
Then he began to pat him on the near shoulder 
again. Once more the angry beast whirled and 
snapped at the Professor breast, hitting him a 
powerful blow with his strong teeth. The re- 
volver came into play again. Then the animal's 
hind legs were lashed. nce more the Professor 
Patted him. The animal’s coat was wet and he 
was blowing like aracer. He made no more at« 
tempts to bite. 

In just 25 minutes after entering the pen Prof. 
Gleason put a haiter on the stallion, and had the 
fence taken dowr. Then he called for a small 
rope, and put a double Buonaparte on the horse, 
He passed the rope around his neck, through hig 
mouth, over the top of bis head, under his.upper 
lip, and through the circle around hisineck. He 
made the stallion follow him wherever he went, 
Then he put a bridie on him and took off the 
Buonaparte, Next he put on a bie surcingle 
with a ring underneath. Two straps were put 
around the animal's fore fetlocks. A rope wag 
fastened to the near one, passed through tha 
ring in the surcingle, down ——— the ring in 
the other fetlock strap, and back through the 
surcingle ring. Then a pair of reins were put on 
and the Professor drove the animal around the 
ring, using the rope to hoist the near fora 
foot whenever the brute tried to kick. In 
@ short time he put harnessfon him, hitched 
him to a buggy, jumped in and drove him 
finally starting him and stopping him by verba 
command. Then he hada big brass drum ham- 
mered near his head, and tin pans and sleigh 
belis rattled. The stallion went straight up to 
them and was not annoyed by them after a few 
trials. The Professor laid down the lines, put 
his feet on the dashboard, and fired the revolver. 
The stallion stood like astatue. A horse afraid 
of paper was next broughtin. The Professor 
soon had paper all around his head, threw it at 
him, made him walk over it and actas if there 
was nothing in the world he liked better than 
paper. A kicker was put into double harness 
with this horse, and both acted beautifully. 
To-night the Professor will take hold of a muse 
tang that has the reputation of being a dex 
perate kicker. 





A NATIONAL BANK CLOSED, 


THE RESULT OF A DEFALOATION OF FOUR 
YEARS AGO. 

WILLIAMspPorT, Penn., April 20.—Quite a 
sensation was created here this morning wheg 
it was announced that the City National Bank 
had closed its doors and suspended by orders of 
United States Bank Examiner Hugh Young, 
The business community all wondered what it 
meant. The failure was caused by the rascality 
and thefts of E. Passmore Dietrick, the brother 
of Carrie Dietrick, the prima donna of “The 
Little Tycoon” company, now playing in 
New-York. Dietrick was formerly employed in 
the bank as bookkeeper, and at times acted as 


Cashier. He managed to steal $50,000 by making 
false entries. The theft was committed four 


. Years ago and the matter was kept quiet on tha 


promise of Dietrick’s relatives to make good 
have never done.

REJECTION OF THE WEIL AND LA 
ABRA CLAIMS TREATY.' 

A SECRET VOTE AND NOT TWO-THIRDS IN 
THE AFFIRMATIVE—MORMON INFLU- 
ENCE—TARIFF REFORM PROSPECTS. 

WasnHineton, April 20.—Behind closed 
doors, out of the hearing and sight of the public 
which it is supposed to serve, the Senate to-day 
discussed and refused to consent to the pro- 
posed treaty with Mexico, by which it was hoped 
the rascally Weil and Le Abra claims would 
be taken up and corrected in the in- 
terest of justice and national honor. If 
the statements of persons who know 
what they are talking about are to be 
believed it was largely due to the efforts of cer- 
tain lobbyists that the Senate decided to-day 
not to ratify the treaty. A majority of the 
Senators present voted in favor of the treaty, 
but it needed a two-thirds vote, and this the 
opponents of the treaty were able to prevent. 
The vote, it is understood, was 32 in the affirma- 
tive and 27 in the negative. Inside the chamber 
the enemies of the treaty were led by Messrs. 
Voorhees and Evarts. The outside workers 
were persons interested in a financial way in the 
awards made by the mixed commission and 
others enlisted by them. The Weil ana La Abra 
claims amounted to about $1,100,000. A small 
portion of this sum has already been paid to the 
claimants, and the refusal of the Senate 
to permit the cases to be reopened 
will give them the balance. The Mexican 
Government offers to prove that the two claims 
were founded on fraud and carried through by 
perjury. The votes against the treaty included 
those of most of the Senators from Southern 
Btates, the exceptions being Messrs. Morgan, of 
Alabama, and Colquitt, of Georgia. The two 
Virginia Senators are understood to have voted 
in the negative, torether with the two Illinois 
Senators, Mr. Evarts, of New-York, and Mr, 
Payne, of Ohio. 

After disposing of the treaty the Senators 
took up the calendar of nominations and con- 
firmed a large number of those favorably re- 

orted from committees. Mr. Ingalls was una-

The bill was passed 
by the Senate on Jan. 8 by a vote of 38 to 7. One 
of the seven opposing votes wascast by Mr. 
Btair, who did not approve the bill because it 
destroys woman suffrage in Utah as one of the 
means of preventing the perpetuation of Mor- 
moncontrol. It was fully discussed, and the 
vote to pass it included 23 Kepublicans and 15 
Democrats. The Mormons do not want to see it 
passed. It is not anice billforthem, providing 
as it does that parties to polygamous marriages 
may be compelled to testify in cases of bigamy 
Dr polygamy, makes polygamy indictable 
within five years after the offense is committed, 
compels the submission of records of marriage, 
thus assailing an odious Mormon institution, 
and puts the Church of the Latter Day Saints in 
the hands of fourteen Trustees on behalf of the 
United States. It also wipes out the Jaws of the 
Utah Legislative Assembly a the asso- 
ciation called the Perpetual Emigrating Fund 
Company, a company nothing more nor less 
than a recruiting bureau for the Mormon 
Church. There are many other points in the bill 
that make it desirable to the Mormons and 
those who are employed here to take care 
pf them that it shall not become a law, in addi- 
tion to the severe laws now distressing the Mor- 
mon institution. If some one in Congress does 
not follow Mr. Reed’s example and make respect- 
fu! inquiries of the Judiciary Committee from 
time to time the great public that does not 
know the excellent character of the committee 
will be inclined to condemn it as being unduly 
solicitous about the welfare of the “twin relic.”

When Mr. Randall was a candidate for Speaker 
in 1883, and the protectionists were very anxious 
that he should be elected, they filled columns of 
their newspapers with wild predictions of his 
victory over Mr. Carlisle.

Capt. Eads’s Ship Railway bill bas a poor pros- 
pect of success, but an effort is to be made to 
bring it forward in a modified form in the hope 
that it may be more attractiveif offered at 
smaller prospective cost to the people of the 


United States. The attorney for the concern is 
here and has reported a number of proposed 
changes. They affect the extent of the Gov-

THE LAKE SHORE STRIKE.

FREIGHT STILL TIED UP—THE GOVERNOR 
GIVES ADVICE TO THE STRIKERS, 


Cxurcaco, April 20.—There Was a per- 
ceptible increase to-day iu the Jawless spirit 
among the Lake Shore strikers and their sympa- 
thizers, and the fact that the acts of vio- 
lence were not particularly striking was 
due less to lack of disposition on the 
part of the strikers than to lack of 
opportunity furnished by the railroads. But 
three efforts to move cars were made by the 
company during the day,and they were total 
failures. At 9 o'clock a locomotive steamed out 
of the roundhouse, and went down the track 
with the intention of drawing out a train of cars 
loaded with dressed beef. The locomotive 


was guarded by a number of the town of 
Lake police, and it is doubtful if a more 
harmiess and oe gg Eo body of officers 
has ever appeared in public. The strikers 
remonstrated with Engineer Weaver for running 
the locomotive, but their words had no effect. 
Then they withdrew every coupling pin and 
ink between the cars of the train, doing their 
work withiu two feet of the policemen, switched 
the locomotive upon a side track, where it tried 
to back down to the train, and finally ran 
a@ tool car upon _ the track ahead of 
the locomotive and derailed it. Superintend- 
ent Wright, who was in cab of the 
locomotive saw that nothing could be done and 
told the engineer to run back to the roundhouse. 
The strikers shifted the derailed car to the 
tracks, ran it out of the way, and the locomotive 
disappeared. At the same time, on the other 
side of the yard, the strikers were having some 
fun with another train which had run 
down from the city and © was bound 
out, The train stopped at Root 
street and the strikers swarmed over it. Con- 
ductor 8.

A brake-_ 
man who was on the car stepped down to argue 
the question with the strikers, and was knocked 
senseless by a blow undertheear. The coupling 

ins were drawn and thetrain broken up. The 
ocomotive went back to the city. 

Chairman Stahl, who has charge of the strike, 
gave the company permission to move 23 loaded 
cars on the stock yards “YY” to a side track 
near the main line. The strikers, either through 
ignorance or heedleesness of this permission, 
drew the coupling pins and the cars could not 
be moved. 

Gov. Oglesby arrived in the city early this 
morning to consuit with the railroad officials 
and the Sheriff Coapeening measures to be taken 
to protect the property of the eg ony He was 
joined at the Grand Pacific Hotel by President 
Newell, of the Lake Shore Road; Sheriff Han- 
chett, and Supervisor Spofford, of the town 
of Lake, where the yards of the company are 
situated. The conference between the gentiemen 
named lasted till 3 o’clock except for one inter- 
ruption. This was when Marshall Field and N. 
K. Fairbanks called on the Governor and called 
his attention to the serious effect which a gen- 
eral railroad strike would bave upon the busi- 
ness interests of the city. All information con- 
cerning what was said or done in conference 
was refused. It is understood, however, that the 
Governor told the railroad officials that 
they should first apply to the bheriff of the 
county for protection, and that even if he were 
forced to call out the militia there was not a 
cent to pay the men. To the latter statement 
the railroad men are reported to have replied 
that they would advance the Governor $50,000 
and trust tothe Legislature to get the money 
back, 

After the conference the gentlemen parti- 
cipating in it boarded a special train and went 
down to the yards where the strikers were as- 
sembled. There the Governor made a speech to 
the strikers and their friends, in which, after 
speaking of the supremacy of the law, he said: 

“TIT dislike this business very much, for one 
trouble leads to another, and it all reflects back 
on yourselves. That locomotive there has the 
right to run out on that track, and you have no 
business to interfere. Itisn’t your property yet; 
you gather here and prevent it from doing the 
work which should be done, causing the com- 
pany andits patrons great inconvenience and 
expense. Now, men! Is it a grand thine for 
you tostrike? To be sure, there is no law to 
prevent you fromso doing, but how silly all 
this striking businessis anyway. You take the 
Jaw into your own hands for the time being, 
but it wili not doin the long run, for the State 
is powerful and will enforce the law as soon as 
itis called upon to doso. It is bound to pre- 
serve order, and will do so by the force of arms. 
I, as Governor, have. the power to callout the 
militia, and willdo soif youattempt to carry 
your point by force.” 

Referring to the desire of the strikers to have 
certain men removed to other points, the Gov- 
ernor suggested that they would be equally ob- 
jectionable wherever placed, and closed by 
warning the strikers that the laws would be 
enforced. In response toa query whether or 
not it would be legai for the strikers to interfere 
with the operations of the road by persuading 
the men who took their places to quit work, the 
Governor said such acts would not be illegal. 

It is believed that to-morrow will see some 
very important developments in the strike. 
Conferences will be held inthe morning between 
the strikers, the railroad men, and the Gov- 
ernor. If a compromise can be reached the 
strike may come to an end at once. 
But this termination is hardly hoped 
for, let alone expected. The strikers are very 
determined and the railroad officials equally so. 
There is no disposition on either side to concede 
anything. The hands of the strikers have been 
staid by the promise of assistance from 
the switchmen in most of the other 
yards of the city. These men _ bave 
pledged themselves to handle no Lake Shore 
cars and, according to the strikers, to go out 
themselves from sympathy if the Lake Shore 
does not remove the objectionable men as the 
strikers demand. It is claimed that the Nickel 
Plate and Michigan Central switchmen have 
already determined on this course. So far 
the engineers, with one exception, have 
not manifested any sympathy with the 
switchmen in their strike. The exception isa 
man named Pool, who ran an engine out of the 
Lake Shore roundhouse to-dav, but was per- 
suaded by the strikers to take it back. Under 
directions from Superintendent Wright Pool 
started out again, and was again persuaded to 
go back. He said he didn’t want to do anything 
to hurtthe feelings ot fellow-working men.

“Your attention is requested to a calm and careful 
consideration of this paper. We have received a com- 
munication purporting to come from an order known 
as the Knights of Labor and signed by the Master 
Workman and the Executive Committee of that order. 
This communication pretends to set forth certain 
grievances under which you are suffering, and de- 
mands their redress. This order claims to be acting 
at your instance and in your behalf. If this be true 
we decline most positively to recognize any outside 
interference between our employes and ourselves. 
We are always prepared to confer with you as 
employes, but in no other penne upon all subjects 
of common interest. We recognize that the rate of 
wages is a fair subject of agreement between employ- 
er and employe. and that the right to work or quit 
working for another belongs absolutely to every per- 
son who is notaconvict ora siave, and the right to 
employ or not to employ another is absolute and in- 
contestible. These rights can only be limited by the 
parties themselves. We shall, therefore, be glad to 
receive and fairly consider any communication from 
our employes as such, but we will not allow any out- 


side parties to manage our aftairs.

JUDGE DONOHUE’S RECORD 


STORMY MEETING OF THE({£BAR 
ASSOCIATION. 
THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT THAT THE LEGIS- 
LATURE BE ASKED TO MAKE AN INVES- 
TIGATION REFERRED BACK, 

Scenes of confusion, such as never 
before were seen in. the Bar Associa- 
tions rooms, not even when the Field 
Civil Code, was the subject of debate, 
were witnessed there last night, when 
the topic of discussion was the petition to be 
presented to the Legislature for the 
impeachment of Judge Charles Donohue, 
of the Supreme Court. The association 
has been asked to commend this to the careful 
attention of the Legislature. The meeting was 
calied to hear the report of the Committee on 
Grievances, which had examined the petition. 

Ex-Judge Henry E. Howland, Chairman of 
the committee, read the voluminous petition, 
which charged Judge Donohue with hav- 
ing flagrantly stopped the execution of the 
criminal law by the exercise of restrictive func- 
tions he had no right to assume, and with the 
commission of acts oppressive to litigants 
against whom his prejudices were aroused> 
Judge Donohue, through his counsel, ex-Judge 
William G. Choate, the committee reported, had 
asked for an investigation, but the committee 
had determined that ‘no investigation it could 


make could result in any determination 
that would be satisfactory to the in- 
vestigators themselves, to the complain- 
ants, or to Judge Donohue.” Therefore the com- 
mittee recommended that the association pre- 
sent the complaint to the Legislature and re- 
quest the appointment of a committee of in- 
vestigation from that body, and that vege 
Donohue be notitied of this disposition of the 
case. 

Mr. James C. Carter rose, with a pale face and 
evidently struggling against strong emotion, 
He said that in view of the long and 
most disgraceful recital of illegal acts 
he need not add one word to impress 
the association with the necessity of a legis- 
lative inquiry. It would appear, unléss 
this recital was an invention, that a high 
judicial officer had deliberately set him- 
self above the law. All present knew that 
the criminal jaw should be left to execute itself 
without any interposition of equitable authori- 
ty. But here was a Judge making orders by 
which the criminal law was prevented and its 
arm paralyzed. 

The association was in no condition, Mr. Car- 
ter went on, to investigate the charges au- 
thoritatively. That could be performed by 
the Legislature alone, but enough certain- 
ly was before the association to move 
it to action. It was absolutely necessary that 
judicial misconduct should be __ prevented. 
**We have assumed it as our duty,” con- 
tinued Mr. Carter, “to take notice of 
judicial misconduct, and unless that broad 
assumption is utterly impeached we are bound 
to take action now. 1 signed this pe- 
tition with the utmost ia m The long 
friendly relations which have had with 
Judge Donohue made it deeply painful to me 
to take any part in a _meusure which would 
in any way affect bim. But I cannot see how I 
can avoid the duty, and therefore I move that 
the report and its recommendations be adopted.” 

Gen. Francis C. Bartow seconded the motion, 
and gave the association some information re- 
specting the course of procedure in impeach- 
ment proceedings and the causes for which an 
impeachment will lie against a judicial officer. 

Gen. Henry E. Tremain wanted to know why 
these things were now brought up against Judge 
Donohue. The majority of them were older 
than the Legislature to which it was proposed 
to present them as it. was about toexpire. They 
could have been presented to other Legislatures, 
There was no need of hurry. He did not know the 
motive of the case, but he had heard something 
of a row in the Democratic party. He moved 
for the recommitment of the matter, that it 
should be carefully investigated, and that a 
report on it be made next December. W. 
W. MacFarland said he did not think the 
association had the power to _ investi- 
gate such a case, but, assuming that 
it had, it was acting in a conscienceless manner, 
through a committee, in practically condemn- 
ing him unheard. David Dudley Fieid wanted 
to know who were “the citizens” attacking 
Judge Donohue. 

* Here they are.” answered Charles P. Miller. 

“Of course," responded Mr. Field. “ ft’s an 
uprising of the people. I find the name of Fran- 
cis C. Bariow only. He is * the citizens.’ ”’ 

Clarence A. Seward said that Judge Donohue 
wanted an investigation, and yet the association 
was asked to treat him, a stranger to its 
walls, but a Judge, with less courtesy than 
it would accord to one of its members. He 
asked for fair play. As for himseif, Mr. Seward 
said he had procured two of the injunctions 
Judge Donobue was attacked for issuing, and 
he was ready to justify them anywhere. 

Cc. ©. Beaman said that no one wanted to 
besmirch Judge Donohue. No man on the bench 
bad so many personal friends as he. Allthat the 
association ought to do was to send the charges 
where they could be fuily tried. Todo that 
would be all it could do for him.

He said that one 
acts cited in the 
complaint was done against him, but 
he had his right of appeal and 
Judge Donohue gave him a stay of proceedings. 
Peter B. Olney denounced the Judge, and James 
©. Carter again appealed for the report. 
Then John E. Ward said that Judge Dono- 
hue wanted an investigation. His true friends 
wanted an investigation. They said to his de- 
tractors: “Go to the Legislature, and Judge 
Donohue will meet you _ there, But 
don’t try to go there with the back- 
ing of this association.” Mr. Ward 
moved, therefore, that the matter be put 
on the table and the assailants of Judge 
Donohue be sent to the Legislature. 
The motion was put, but the two 
roars that came from the association were 
so equally strong that Fresident Butler could 
not determine which was the stronger. Confu- 
sion reigned foralong time. It was proposed 
that the ro}l should be called.

He was given a volley of hisses. 

A division occurred and resulted in 118 votes 
for the motion and 203 against it. Mr. Cou- 
dert then moved to recommit the mat- 
ter to the Committee on Grievances, witb 
instructions to it to inform Judge Donohue to- 
day of the charges against him and ask him iffhe 
desired to make an explanation, and to makea 
new report next Tuesday night, This was, 
adopted.

ART STUDENTS’ LEAGUE. 

At the annual meeting of the Art Stu- 
dents’ League of New-York, held last evening, 
at their pleasant:rooms at No. 88 West Four- 
teenth-street, officers were elected for the ensu- 
ing year as follows: President—Mr. C. R. Lamb;

been shown in chapter 29 of the Laws of 1886, 
which gives special recognition to the honor.

SHOT AT ARMS LENGTH 


YOUNG LAWYER WICKES’S DOUBLE 
CRIME. 

SENDING A BULLET INTO HIS BRAIN AFTER 
SHOOTING EMMA ADAMS FOR THREAT~- 
ENING TO LEAVE HIM. 

When Francis Platt Wickes, a promising 
young lawyer, went to his office yesterday morn- 
ing, No. 261 Broadway, where he was-employed 
by Assistant District Attorney Delancey Nicoll, 
he wore a boutonniére in his handsome light 
Spring overcoat, and heseemed in the best of spir- 
its. He had just had breakfast: with a friend at the 
Coleman House, and neither to him nor to his 
business associates did he give indication that 
there was anythine troubling him. After 
transacting some business at his office Wickes 
went to No. 145 West Sixteenth-street, where in 
&n apartment on the second/floor Emma Adams 
and her sister Edith, girls of German parentage. 
had lived for two months. He had been on 
terms of intimacy with Emma fora long time, 
and had supported her for nearly two years. 

The sisters were preparing to move, and furni- 
ture wagons werein front of the door. Men 
were carrying down stairs the furniture of the 
flat when Wickes entered the front room. He 
greeted Emma, who was with her sister, pleas- 
antly, and began to talk kindly, but seriously, 
of her conduct, which had recently led to sev- 
eral disputes between them. He was annoyed 


by the furniture men coming into the room and 
said: ** There’s so much fuss here 1 can’t talk. 
Come in here.”” He walked toward the kitchen, 
which bad been cieared of furniture, and Emma 
says he renewed the conversation about the dis- 
putes and asked her to reconsider her determina- 
tion to leave him. She bluntly refused to do 
this,and he drew a self-cocking revolver of 
heavy calibre out of his overcoat pocket and 
tried to shoot her through the head as he held 
her by the arm. 

The bullet struck her under the left ear and 
he let her go. Whileshe ran screaming to the 

arlor Edith, who rushed to the kitchen on hear- 
ng the shot, heard another. She dragged her 
sister to a lounge, and then started back to the 
kitchen, where she found Wickes writhing on 
the floor with a bullet wound through both 
temples. Dr. A. L. Turner, of West Sixteenth- 
street, was called in and he at once declared 
Wickes’s case hopeless, but thought 
that the girl was not seriously injured. 
An ambulance surgeon from the New-York 
Hospital decided otherwise in the case of Emma 
Adams. The bullet had struck the neck at an 
angle, so that it plowed around under the 
tissues until it reached the right of the chin. 
Facial paralysis had already set in and there 
were symptoms of cerebral injury. She was 
sent to the hospital and Wickes followed-her 
there half an bour later. His brain was traversed 
by the ball immediately back of the eyes, 80 
that they bulged out of their sockets, and the 
surgeons said that death was only a question of 
a few hours, 

Wickes’s acquaintance with the woman was 
commented on as extraordinary by his friends, 
as she had little beauty and was not well edu- 
cated. The sisters had proved unwelcome neigh- 
bors to many of the tenantsin the apartment 
house, and the agent had given them a formal 
notice to leave. This they were very willing to 
do, as Emma haa other acquaintances than 
Wickes, who was very jealous. Often, 
when displeased with her conduct, he 
threatened to commit suicide, and made vague 
threats as to what he would do with her. The 
sisters had agreed on leaving the flat not to let 
Wickes know where they were going. They 
hired rooms at No. 116 West Twenty-ninth- 
street, and were on the point of moving there. 
Emma was not at home Monday night, ana 
Wickes called on Edith in the evening and 
begged her to tell him where her sister was. 
She pretended that she did not know, and he sat 
down and wrote in pencil on the border of the 
ballad **’Ostler Joe” a pathetic little note, tell- 
ing ber he was greatly troubled about her, and 
that he wanted to see her. He seemed very 
much depressed when he went away. 

Wickes was 22 years old, and was graduated at 
the Columbia Colieze Law School. Mr. Nicoll 
thought very highly of him. He was slight, 
boyish looking, and fastidious xbout his appear- 
ance. Besides assisting Mr. Nicoll in his private 
and public practice he was Assignee of Thomas 
Young, Jr., the florist, and was intrusted with 
the settiement of an estate, which would have 
taken him to Europein June. He lived in West 
se but his family were natives 
oO ca. 





OBITUARY, 
THEODORE ITTER, PIANIST. 

The Paris papers of April 7 announce 
the death of Theodore Ritter, well known in 
France and on the Continent as a composer and 
pianist. In the latter capacity M. Ritter accom- 
panied Mme. Carlotta Patti to the Uniteo States 
some years ago and took part in the song- 
stress’s successful concert tour. He was born 
near Paris, in 1834, and was one of Liszt’s early 
pupils. Two days before his very sudden 
death—the result of heart disease—he met his 
old teacher, and on the day before he passed 
some pieasant hours with Rubinstein, who came 
to Paris directly after Liszt’s departure. The 
most important compositions of the late musi- 
cian were two dramatic scenes entitled, respect- 
ively, *“*Le Paradis Perdu’’ and * Mephistoph- 
eles.” His piano pieces, however, were his most 


popular achievements, and ** Les Courriers” won 
an extraordinary measure of success.

RAID ON THE BOYCOTTERS | 


— 
THIRTEEN OF MRS. GRAY’S PER- 
SECUTORS INDICTED. 
SEVEN OF THEM ARRESTED FOR CONSPIR- 


ACY AND COERCION, BUT SOON ‘BAILED | 


—OTHER STRIKERS FINED, 


Seven of the boycotting bakers- who 


have been annoying Mrs. Gray-have been ar- 
rested upon warrants granted by Recorder 
Smyth, and were yesterday admitted to batl in 
B500 each in the Court of General Sessions. 
Thirteen were indicted by the Grand Jury, and 
the six not yet arrested are to be broucht to the 
District Attorney’s Office to-day by Joseph 
Ocehler, the President of the Bakers’ Union. 
The indictments are based upon sections 168 and 
p53 of the Penal Code. The first section relates 
to conspiracy, where persons interfere with 
trade and commerce, and the second to coercion, 
where persons are intimidated while attending 
to their business. This is the first time that boy- 
cotters have been indicted in this city, and 1t 
was the evident intention of the Grand Jury to 
put the troublesome bakers on the high road to 
punishment. The warrants were granted on 
Monday by the Recorder, and were turned over 
to the Detective Bureau for service. 

Conrad Stoeken, of No. 116 Ludlow-street, the 
Becretary of the Bakers’ Union, was arrested on 
Monday evening at his home, He made a frantic 
attempt to avoid arrest, and in his endeavors to 
escape fied tu the roof of the building in which 
he lives and hid himself behind a chimney. He 
was locked up over night at Police Headquar- 
ters. The six other prisoners, four of whom were 


arrested Monday night and two yesterday, were 
Jacob Russell, of No. 238 East Fifty-third-street; 
Adam Fennell, of No. 296 Avenue A; Louis 
Schluntz, of No. 304 East bg ae reaper einer 
George Schnovel, of No. 46 Rivington-street; 
Valentine Rapp, of No. 185 Hester-street, and 
Ernest Schmidt, of No. 752 Tenth-avenue. The 
grief of Schmidt's wife and children over his ar- 
rest was heartrending. He has been out of em- 
ployment for nearly three months, and his fam- 
ily are in the most destitute circumstasces. 

The detectives failed to find the six other men 
for whom warrants had been granted, but Pres- 
ndent Oehler assured the District Attorney yes- 
terday that he would bring them to the General 
Sessions building before noon to-day. Mr. 
Oehler declared that the boycotting bakers had 
not committed any breach of the peace, and that 
while in the neighborhood of Mrs. Gray’s bakery 
they never forgot their instructions to be order- 
ly in all that they did. ‘ 

President Oehler secured bondsmen for each 
of the prisoners, and by 8 o’clock yesterday 
nfternoon they were all at liberty. Before Ke- 
corder Smyth ag 4 pleaded not guilty to the 
indictments, with the privilege of withdrawing 
their pleas. Ail of the prisoners excepting Fen- 
nell were represented by Charles Steckler, who, 
with his brother, the Civil Justice, are the law- 
yers for the Bakers’ Union and many other 
trades organizations. Fennell’s counsel was 
Jacob Berlinger. Mr. Steckier told a TiMES re- 
oye that he would rely upon a part of section 

70 of the Penal Code for the acquittal of his 
clients. This reads as follows: 

“The orderly and peaceable assembling of persons 
employed in any calling, trade, or handicraft for the 
purpose of obtaining an advanceinthe rate of wuges 
or compensation, or of maintaining such rate, is not a 
conspiracy.”’ 

If the prisoners are convicted they may each 
be sentenced to one year’s imprisonment or be 
fined from 6 cents to $500 each, at the option of 
the court, Mr. Steckler said he would be able 
to prove under the law that his clients were not 
guilty of conspiracy. He insisted that they had 
at all times been quiet and peaceable, and that 
they merely acted under the rules of the union, 
which are eminently lamblike in tone. The 
fact that indictments had been presented against 
the boycotting bakersand that seven of them 
bad been arrested created a stir in the 
General Sessions building, and persons said to 
be Knights of Labor declared that the District 
Attorney would not dare to prosecute the 
bakers. It was said for him by these alleged 
Knights that he was not responsibie for the in- 
dictment of the bakers, and that the sole re- 
sponsibility for the ** outrage” rested upon the 
Grand Jury. Assistant District Attorney Davis, 
who drew the indictments, said that it was clear 
to the Grand Jurors that the bakers were guilty, 
if the Penal Code means anything. 

The effect of the arrests was not perceptible 
at Mrs. Gray’s bakery, where business has settled 
down tothe regular trade as carried on before 
the boycott began. The little woman now has 
no difficulty, with the aid of her new hands, in 
filling all the orders which still come in to her 
from ail quarters. The sole effect of the boy- 
cott, as far as observable, is in a great increase 
in her business, which promises to be permanent. 

Emboldened by the absence of the police, the 
boycotters yesterday resumed their operations 
kgeainst the friendless widow, Mrs. Landgraf, and 
the streets near the little bakery in Second- 
street were flooded with the circulars, printed in 
German and Bohemian, calling upon every one 
to refrain from purchasing on from her. 
The store inside was bare and cheerless, and the 
lone woman satin the rear room and cried the 
whole day long over the ruin which the boycott- 
ers have brought upon her. Early in the day 
she called upon the Superintendent.of Police 
and was kindly received by him. After listening 
to her story the Superintendent referred her to 
Justice Gorman, sitting at the Essex Market 
Police Court. When she endeavored to present 
her case to the magistrate she says the clerk re- 
fused to hear her complaint, saying the Justice 
had more than sufficient to keep him engaged 
during the day, and more than this she was una- 
ble to get from the court official. 

Upon her return to the bakery Mrs. Landgraf 
had the only comfortable experience of the day, 
in the receipt of a;.check from the Evening 
Post of $15 40, the sole outside evidence of sym- 
patby and aid she has received since the begin- 
ning of the boycott a week ago. In the after- 
noon two officers were sent from the Seven- 
teerth Precinct to arrest any one found distrib- 
uting the handbills, and the annoyance from 
this source is probably atanend. Mrs. Land. 
graf is at the end of her resources, and unless 
the Germcn and Bohemian unions recede from 
their positior she has nothing but ruin to look 
torward to. 

With quivering hands and tears streaming 
from her eyes, she told, in broken German, her 
troubles to tne reporters: “I am very poor,” 
she said, “and when my husband failed I tried 
to pay up everything. 1 paid considerable, but 
could not do more, and have tried to push the 
business along so that I could not only live, but 
pay what remained of his debts. When this 
trouble began the chtef of the German Union 
came to me and, after looking over everything 
eaid I had done nothing wrong and my men could 
remain. Then they ordered them to leave and told 
me I must pay a fine of $500. I said I have done 
nothizrg and 1 cannot pay. They said then ‘We 
will drive you out of business, and they have 
done it. What shali I do? Lasked protection 
from the police the firat day. They said they 
would sen? some men around, but no one came, 
and everything is gone.” 

The German Boss Bakers’ Association, a very 
powerful organization, have promised that be- 
ginning to-day its members will do all in their 
power to relieve Mrs. Landgrat’s troubles. > 

Strikers and boycotters were again brought 
to the notice of Justice Duffy, at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday. Anna Victor, 
a tailoress who takes piece work from Cava- 
nagh, Sandford & Co., the boycotted tailors in 
Twenty-third-street, to her home, at No. 175 
Eldridge-street, was followed home on April 10 
by Walter Flynn, who tried to induce ber to 
cease work whiie the strike lasted. She replied 
that she was a poor woman and could not afford 
to lie idie, whereupon he calied her a ** scab" 
and threatened to cut off her supplies. He was 
arrested and he was fined $5, which was paid. 
Morris Goldstein, who tried to strike a tailor in 
the face in front of Cavanagh, Sandford & Co.'s, 
was also arrested. He was paroled. 

Thomas Donnelly. of No. 500 West Twenty- 
sixth-street, wasin the neighborhood on Mon- 
day night of Lyall’s Chelsea Jute Mills, on 
Tenth-avenue between Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth streets, where there isa strike. 
He shouted at the laborers as they went home, 
and fired a piece of wood into the midst of the 
crowd. He was fined $5. John Airy, of West 
Thirty-sixth-street, was intoxicated at the same

He was fined $3. Richard Waterman, a marine 
from the United States sloop-of-war Vermont, 
lying in the North River, came ashore Monday 
night and started down town on a Ninth-avenue 
car. He engaged in an abusive discussion with 
the driver, declaring that he ought not to be 
working when the rest of the lines were tied up. 
The disturbance became so great that Rounds- 
man Knox arrested him and Justice Duffy fined 
him $3. His punishment will not be ended when 
he reaches the Vermont. 

A_ week ago Binswanger & Sons, pocket- 
book makers, of No. 129 East Broadway,: dis- 
charged one of their hands for incompetency, 
and the United Pursemakers’ Union, after de- 
manding his reinstatement, ordered the 15 men 
nod boys employed in the factory to strike.

REPUDIATING SOUTHERN STATES. 
Senator Evarts acknowledging the letter 
recently addressed to him by Mr. Henry Clews 
wrote to that gentleman yesterday that he had 
read “with interest” the suggestions of Mr.
